Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers ; Sources of 
Supply, Prices, etc., of Trade Products; Shipping and Trans- 
port, etc. 

Samples of foreign competitive goods and commercial 
products which are received from abroad from time to time 
are exhibited at the Offices of the Department. 


Samples of goods of German and Austrian manufacture 
which were sold in British markets abroad and in certain 
foreign markets are on exhibition in the Sample Rooms of the 
Department,

OPENINGS FOR TRADE AND NAMES OF TRADERS IN 
COUNTRIES ABROAD. 


Confidential Information. 


SPECIAL REGISTER. 

The Special Register affords early information te manu- 
facturers and traders cf new trade openings abroad before 
they become public property. It is alsoa vehicle for circulating 
reports on foreign competition, and auy other matters likely 
to be of importance and interest to particular trades. The 
information, which is private and confidential, is supplied 
to the Department by His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners 
within the Empire, and by His Majesty’s Diplomatic and 
Consular Representatives in foreign countries, and is circu- 
lated to firms on the Register as quickly as possible after its 
receipt. 

The Register is open to any approved British firm on the 
payment of a fee of two guineas per annum (which includes 
the annual subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal”). 
It is not open to non-British traders. 

Information is supplied solely for the purpose of extending 
trade in British-made goods. 

Those British firms who desire their names to be included 
in the Special Register should communicate with The 
Comptroller-General, Department of Overseas Trade 
(Development and Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C. 2. 





FORM K. 

H.M. Consular Officers have received instructions to furnish 
the Department of Overseas Trade (Development and Intelli- 
gence) with commercial information respecting all firms in 
their respective Consular Districts who can be recommended 
as possible importers of goods of British manufacture. This 





information, which includes the commercial and financial status 
of the firms concerned, their local and Eurupean references, 
goods particularly required, terms of trading and language in 
which correspondence should be carried on, is furnished to the 
Department on a prescribed form, which is known as Form K. 

In order tu obtain the fullest possible advantages from the 
“Form K” system of information a wide circulation Is 
ESSENTIAL. 

A system of co-operation between the Department of Over- 
seas Trade (Development and Intelligence) and British traders 
is therefore necessary, and this co-operation is being attained 
as follows :— 

1. The.Department collects and edits the information. 

2. The Trade Associations distribute the information. 
That is, the Department issues the information to— 

(a) The Association of Chambers of Commerce. 

(4) The Federation of British Industries. 

The bodies comprised in these organisations have their 

various component trades classified as shown in “ Form K,” 
and lists of traders are therefore only circulated to those 
firms which come under that classification, thus avoiding 
circulation tu trades which are not interested. 
_ The system is safeguarded by agreements with the distribut- 
ing organisations against the issue of the information to any 
outside firms. ll firms who wish to receive the information 
have to be approved by the Department. At present over 
10,000 firms have joined, and any other firms who wish to 
participate should apply through their Chamber of Commerce 
or the Federation of British Industries, or through bodies 
affiliated to the latter.

AFTER-WAR TRADE. 


REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENTAL 
COMMITTEES. 


HHT. 
RAW MATERIALS: COTTON. 


Without raw materials there can be no industry. 
The measures to be adopted to ensure an adequate 
supply for the industries of the British Empire after 
the War occupy, therefore, a prominent place in 
the Reports of the Departmental Committees. 
It will be necessary to devote two or three articles 
to this subject, and it is proposed this week to deal 
only with tiie supply of cotton. The general view 
of the Committee on the Textile Trades in regard 
to textile raw materials generally is expressed in 
the following recommendation : 


TEXTILE Raw MATERIALS. 


We have drawn repeated attention to the excep- 
tional and very powerful position the British Empire 
holds with regard to the production of textile raw 
materials. India grows a class of cotton which is 
largely used by our competitors, and has a practical 
monopoly of the world’s supplies of jute. Australia, 
New Zealand and South Africa produce two-thirds of 
the world’s surplus production available for export of 
merino and crossbred wools, while Australia has a 
practical monopoly of the finer merino wools. Egypt 
and the West Indian Islands have a_ practical 
monopoly of the production of the long-stapled cotton 
which is essential for spinning the finest counts of 
yarn. 


We are aware that the control of these great 
Imperial supplies can only be exercised by the Gov- 
ernments of India, the Bendinions and Egypt. We 
therefore repeat our recommendation, made else- 
where, that the Imperial Government should at the 
earliest possibie date negotiate with the various 
Governments concerned with a view to arriving at an 
agreement for the effective control of the distribution 
of all textile raw materials. 


The primary object of such an agreement would be 
to safeguard the industrial requirements of the 
Empire and to fulfil our pledges given to the Allies at 
the Economic Conference in Paris, whereby we bound 
ourselves to recognise their prior claim to the supply 
of raw materials during the period of reconstruction 
after the war. 

When Imperial requirements had been met and our 
obligations to our Allies fulfilled, the disposal of the 
surplus of all the above textile raw materials would 
constitute a most powerful instrument for negotiating 
with foreign Powers either in connection with their 
tariffs or otherwise. 

We have pointed out, for instance, the dependence 
of Germany upon the British Empire for her supply of 
merino wool, of Egyptian cotton, of yarns spun from 
Egyptian cotton, and of jute, which before the war 
were absolutely essential to important branches of her 
fine wool and worsted manufacture, her cotton- 
hosiery and lace trades, and her whole jute industry. 


It is obvious that we have here in our hands means 
which could be used with great effect, provided always 
that our control is based upon an effective agreement 
between different parts of the Empire. 


Many difficulties may be encountered in carrying 
out these proposals, and they are responsible for 
a reservation made by Mr. Theodore C. Taylor, a 
member of the Committee, who states :—‘‘ Regard- 
ing the recommendation that the disposal of 
British Empire resources in wool, jute and cotton 
should be used for purposes of negotiation with 
other countries to secure certain advantages, I have 
grave doubts as to the feasibility of such schemes.”’ 
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Corron: Position oF THE Unitep STATEs. 

The outstanding factor in the cotton trade ig 
the predominance of the United States as a source 
of supply. As a result, the world’s cotton industry 
is virtually dependent upon the seasonal conditions 
which prevail in the American cotton belt, and 
which govern the acreage and yield from year to 
year. These variations are mainly responsible for 
the violent fluctuations in price which were ex- 
perienced during the years immediately preced- 
ing the war and made very difficult the working of 
every branch of the cotton trade. Another point 
which must not be overlooked in connection with 
the American crop is the steadily increasing 
quantity of cotton which the American mills are 
taking for their own use. Even if it were possible 
to increase the American crop, the world’s cotton 
supply would still be subject to the seasonal 
variations of this one predominant source of supply, 
with the resulting fluctuations in prices. 


REMEDY FOR AMERICAN FLUCTUATIONS. 

To the enquiry for a remedy the Committee 
reply :—‘‘In our opinion the remedy lies in the 
development of cotton-growing in other parts of 
the world where the climatic conditions may differ 
in any particular season from those prevailing on 
the American Continent.’’ Important as the appli- 
cation of this remedy is in the interests of all 
countries, it is shown to be particularly important 
for the British cotton trade, since 75 per cent. of 
the raw material of the Lancashire spinning in- 
dustry is drawn from American sources. There- 
fore, as a corollary to the above remedy, the Com- 
mittee add :—‘‘ We are of opinion that it is in the 
interests, not onlyof the Lancashire cotton industry, 
but also of the Empire as a whole, that every pos- 
sible effort should be made to relieve the situation 
by the more extended growth of cotton within the 
Empire. In particular our attention has been 
drawn to the following areas:—India, Egypt, and 
the Soudan, the African Colonies and Pro- 
tectorates.’’ 


InpIA AS A Source or Suppty. 


India, in the view of the Committee, offers the 
best opportunity for any considerable increase in 
the near future, since she fulfils many of the condi- 
tions necessary for successful cotton cultivation. 
India has a large and industrious population, the 
majority of whom are agriculturists ; an admirable 
network of railways and roads; and, most im- 
portant of all, an old-established cotton-growing 
industry with an output of from four to five million 
bales per annum. The evidence before the Com- 
mittee gave ground for confidence that the crop 
could be largely increased, provided thaf the 
measures already taken by the Indian Government 
to stimulate production were extended and 
accelerated. The Committee added :— 

The area under cotton is normally from 20 to 25 
million acres, and the annual crop is capable of expan- 
sion provided that efforts are made :— 

(a) To increase the yield per acre.—The present 
yield is very low, viz., 80 to 100 lb. of lint per 
acre as compared with 200 Ib. in America and 
450 Ib. in Egypt. Expert evidence suggests that 
the yield can be increased either by more intensive 
cultivation or by the use of more prolific types of 
seed. 

(0) Z’o improve the quality by the supply of 
better seed and by the prevention of the mixing 
of seed in ginneries. 

(c) ’o increase the acreage where irrigation is 
possible and where cotton can be grown without 
detrimentally reducing the growth of other 
crops. 

T'wo interesting Memoranda received from the India 
Office have fully informed us of the important efforts 
which are being made by the Government of India 
and the Provincial Governments to improve both the 
quantity and the quality of the cotton grown. We con- 
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sider that an extension of this work might with 
advantage be made along the following lines : 

(a) The supply of pure cotton seed to all 
gre ‘vei: yo 

.©. Uhe development of model farms, and a 
system of demonstration work in order to 
improve cuitvatwi. 

(c) Experime:itul work for the purpose of 
improving the t,pes grown, and in connection 
with such quest.ons as manures, times and closeness 
of planting, rotation of crops, etc. 

(d) The extension cf irrigation in suitable 
districts. 

(e) An effective contre] of ginneries in order to 
prevent the mixing and consequent deterioration 
of seed. 

We realise, however, that it will be difficult, if not 
impossible, to carry out these improvements effectively 
under present conditions. We therefore recomend :— 


(1) That the staff of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment throughout the cotton growing parts of 
India should be largely increased, and 

(2) That some permanent organisation repre- 
senting both British and Indian Spinners should 
co-operate with the Government of India in secur- 
ing an adequate price for cotton of improved 
cleanliness, length, and fineness, until such time as 
fair and adequate prices can be obtained through 
the usual commercial channels. 


Eayrpr AND THE SoupDAN. 


In Egypt and the Soudan the acreage under cul- 
tivation has been increased by about 50 per cent. 
in eighteen vears. Extensive irrigation is neces- 
sary to extend further this acreage, and when 
extended the problem arising from the paucity 
of native population will still remain to be solved. 
—which the Committee have reason to believe can 
be done gradually. The Committee state that :- 

In view of the fact that the areas suitable for cotton 
growing in both Egypt and the Soudan depend upon 
irrigation, we consider that a comprehensive scheme 
for the best apportionment of the water available from 
the Nile should be carefully formulated by the Gov- 
ernments of Egypt and the Soudan in order that the 
development now suggested, and so urgently needed, 
may be proceeded with in a methodical manner. 

An increase in the output of better stapled cotton is 
of the highest—it might be said of a vital—import- 
ance to the British cotton industry. Long stapled 
cotton is essential for the fine counts of yarn, in the 
spinning of which Lancashire stands pre-eminent. So 
far, the competition of other countries has chiefly been 
felt in the coarser counts of yarn and in the cloths 
made from coarser counts. As the industry con- 
tinues to develop in foreign countries, it is certain 
that competition will become keener and keener, and 
will take a wider and higher range, with the result 
that Lancashire trade wiil tend more and more in the 
direction of finer spinning and of the manufacture of 
cloths made from the finer counts. The evidence we 
have taken clearly indicates the existence of this 
tendency at the present time and sounds a note of 
warning as to the pressing need for safeguarding and 
increasing the supp!y of better stapled cotton from 
whatever sources it can be derived. Approximately 
one-fourth of the British spinning industry depends on 
Egypt for its supply of raw cotton. 


AFRICAN COLONIES AND PROTECTORATES. 


Such progress as has been made in the develop- 
ment of cotton growing in the various British 
colonies and protectorates in Africa is largely due 
to the British Cotton Growing Association, which 
has done excellent pioneer work under circum- 
stances of great difficulty and with funds at its 
disposal inadequate to so large an undertaking. 
The actual output from the African Colonies and 
Protectorates is comparatively small, and it is 
generally agreed that years of sustained effort will 
be required to make their production a serious 
factor in the cotton markets of the world. The 
Committee say ‘— 

The difficulties encountered are less those of 
climate, soil or labour than of means of communica- 
tion and transport. Many of the efforts of the British 


Cotton Growing Association have been hampered and 
even frustrated by the difficulty of getting the cotton 
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out when it has been successfully grown. This urgent 
need for the construction ot roads, railways, harbour 
and irrigation works is not confined to cotton, but 
ipplies equally to other products grown in our African 
Dominions. 

We are of opinion that if there is to be real 
Imperial development, cotton growing in the Empire 
should be an integral part of any scheme for develop- 
ing the resources of the British Empire and 
for making it economically independent and self- 
supporting. 


GENERAL SUMMARY AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The Committee’s general summary of the situa- 
tion and their recommendations are as follows :— 


1. There is already a deficiency in the world’s 
annual cotton crop as compared with the present 
possible consumption. 

2. It is probable that unless special steps are taken, 
this deficiency will tend to increase in the immediate 
future. 

3. The cotton trade in the United Kingdom is at 
present mainly dependent on the United States for its 
supply of raw material. 

4, lt is eminently unsatisfactory that one of the 
principal industries of the United Kingdom should be 
so largely dependent upon one source of supply, and 
that a source entirely beyond its control. 

3. If proper steps are taken, it is reasonably certain 
that all the cotton required by the British Empire can, 
in time, be grown within its own territories. 

6. The actual and potential sources of supply 
within the British Empire are India, Egypt and the 
Soudan, the West Indies, and some of the African 
Colonies and Protectorates. Of these, India offers the 
most promising prospects ut any considerable increase 
of output within a reasonably short time. 


7. The cotton grown in Egypt and the West Indies 
is Of a special character which cannot at present be 
produced on a large scale in any other part of the 
world, and therefore, the control of these sources of 
supply enables the British Empire to control to a great 
extent the spinning of fine counts of yarn which are 
mainly used in the production of the finer cotton 
materials. 


8. This is the more important inasmuch as there has 
been for many years a marked tendency in the British 
cotton industry towards the spinning of finer counts 
of yarn. 

9. In the West Indies, Egypt, and some of our 
African Colonies and Protectorates, cotton suitable 
for the spinning of these fine counts can be grown 
under exceptionally favourable conditions. 

10. ‘These facts have been generally known for some 
years past, and it was in view of them that the British 
Cotton Growing Association was founded in 1902. 

ll. The British Cotton Growing Association is 
practically at the end of its resources, and unless some 
new departure is taken, it will have to curtail rather 
than enlarge its sphere of operations. 

12. In the meantime there has become available very 
much more knowledge of the scientific principles 
underlying the development of cotton. 


13. The extension of cotton growing within the 
Empire should form an integral part of any general 
plan for developing the resources of the British 
Empire and making it economically independent and 
self-supporting. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


A.—In view of the urgent necessity for the adop- 
tion of immediate measures to meet the shortage of 
cotton, we make the following recommendations :— 


1. That representations should be made to H.M. 
Secretary of State for India urging upon him the 
need for the immediate acceleration and extension 
of the excellent work which has already been 
taken in hand by the Indian Agricultural Depart- 
ment. 


2. That the Governments of Egypt and the 
Soudan be moved through the proper channels to 
take steps to increase the growth of cotton within 
their territories. 

3. That the Egyptian Government be urged 
immediately to establish machinery for controlling 
the export of the Egyptian cotton crop, in order 
to safeguard the requirements of the British 
Empire and its Allies and to prevent any possible 
leakage to or storage for the account of enemy 
States.

SPECIAL ARTICLES— continued. 





B.—As there is now available very much more know- 
ledge with regard to the scientific principles under- 
lying the development of cotton than was the case 
some years ago, the time appears opportune for a new 
departure, and we therefore recommend that H.M. 
Government, without delaying the action urged in the 
previous paragraphs, should immediately appoint a 
Special Committee to investigate in all its bearings 
the question of increasing the supply of cotton in the 
British Empire. 

The primary duty of such a Committee would be to 
assist in the development of the cotton resources of 
the Empire, and, keeping as it would, in constant 
touch with work in progress in India and the Colo- 
nies and Dependencies connected with the growing, 
handling and marketing of cotton, it would become a 
clearing house of information which could not fail to 


be of great practical assistance to the various 
Governments. 
The exact terms of reference will need careful 


drafting, but we consider they might with advantage 
include an investigation into :— 

(a) The scientific development of cotton, both 
as to quantity and yield. 

(b) The possibilities of the extension of cotton- 
growing within the Empire. 

(c) The areas suitable for cotton-growing owing 
to soil, climate, labour and transport facilities. 

(d) The kinds of cotton suited to special 
districts. 

(ce) The improvement of transport. 

(f) The best method of marketing the crops, 
particularly in those parts of the Empire where 
cotton-growing is in its infancy. 

(g) The means by which suitable experimental 
work can best be conducted by the Governments of 
the different Colonies and Dependencies. 

(kh) The methods of co-ordinating the results 
obtained in different p!aces, so as to make the 
knowledge available for the whole cotton-growing 
industry. 

It is suggested that the Committee should include 
representatives of the interests affected, that is to say 
the Governments of India, Egypt, and the Colonies 
and Dependencies concerned; the trades involved 
both in the United Kingdom and in India, viz., cotton 
merchants, cotton spinners, manufacturers and dyers; 
the British Cotton Growing Association ; the Imperial 
Institute ; and at least one botanist who has devoted 
special attention to the growth of cotton. 

We desire to make it clear that it is not our inten- 
tion that this Committee shou'd be vested with any 
powers of control. While its assistance and advice 
would be at the disposal of the various Governments, 
the discretion of those Governments in deciding the 
extent to which, and the manner in_ which, 
development should proceed must necessarily remain 
unfettered.

EMPIRE COTTON GROWING COMMITTEE. 


In consequence of the recommendations of the 
Departmenta! Committee, which have been given 
above, the Board of Trade last year appointed an 
Empire Cotton-Growing Committee representative 
of the Board, the Government of India, the India 
Office, the Foreign Office, the Colonial Office, 
Australia, and South Africa, and of the various 
cotton trade interests engaged in manufacture, dis- 
tribution, and labour. The members of this Com- 
mittee are as follows:—Sir Henry Birchenough, 
K.C.M.G. (Chairman), Mr. James Stanley Addison, 
Mr. Wilham Cecil Bottomley, Dr. W. Lawrence 
Balls, Mr. Peter Bullhough, Mr. David Thomas 
Chadwick, Mr. C. du P. Chiappini, Mr. Joseph 
Cross, the Right Hon. Andrew Fisher, Sir Ronald 
Graham, K.C.M.G., C.B., Mr. James Arthur 
Hutton, Mr. Richard H. Jackson, Mr. Louis James 
Kershaw, C.I.E., Mr. John W. McConnel, Mr. Wil- 
liam Mullin, and Mr. Charles Mellor Wolstenholme.

The terms of reference are as follows:—‘‘ To 
investigate the b2st means of developing the grow- 
ing of ectton within the Empire, and to advise the 
Government as to the necessary measures to be 
taken for this purpose.”

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THE TRADE MARKS BILL. 





ITS PROPOSALS AND PURPOSE. 





This bill, which has been presented to the House 
of Commons by Sir Albert Stanley, is divided into 
three parts and seeks to achieve three distinct pur- 
poses. In Part I. (Ciauses 1 to 6 inclusive) it is 
proposed to provide facilities for the registration 
in the United Kingdom of Marks which, though in 
use, Cannot under existing legislation be registered. 
They are nevertheless prima facie common law 
Marks, and those who infringe them can be pro- 
ceeded against under what is known as a “ pass- 
ing off action.”’ That is to say, anyone im- 
properly using a Mark protected by common law 
can, upon action taken by the legal owner, be 
stopped by the Courts from ‘‘ passing off ’”’ his 
goods as those of the plaintiff by the use of the 
plaintiff's Mark. There are, however, strong 
reasons why these common law Marks should be 
registered, and what those reasons are will be set 
forth in the course of this article. 

Part II. (Clause 7) aims at preventing the abuse 
of words used as Trade Marks. The abuse con- 
sists in the use by the Trade Mark owner of his 
registered word not for its proper purpose of 
distinguishing the goods of the Trade Mark owner 
from the goods of other persons, but in order to 
give a special proprietary name to the article itself. 
If it were permitted to a Trade Mark owner thus 
to use a Mark as the name of an article, he would 
obtain, under the protection of the Trade Mark 
law, a perpetual monopoly in the manufacture of 
the article itself. The purpose of Trade 
Mark protection is not to give to manufac- 
turers a monopoly in the production of an 
article—this would be obviously contrary to 
the public interest-—but to enable the manu- 
facturer of a particular brand of goods clearly 
to distinguish his goods from those of other manu- 
facturers, and to forbid competitors from passing 
off their goods as the products of another firm. 
To give an cxample. Anyone may make a fluid 
beef extract of his own invention, but he must not 
eall it ‘‘ Bovril”’ or ‘‘Oxo.”’ On the other hand, 
the maker of a chemical or medical product must 
not be allowed to give it such a name as a 
registered Trade Mark that the product itself 
becomes indistinguishable from the Trade Mark 
name. Words descriptive of actual products are 
not allowed to be registered as Trade Marks, and, 
conversely, Trade Marks should not be allowed to 
became established by usage as words descriptive 
of products. 

Part III. (Clauses 8 to 12) embraces 
amendments to the principal Act of 1905.

PART I: EXTENSION OF REGISTRATION. 


In the Trade Marks Act of 1905, Section 9, defines 
the necessary characteristics of a registrable Trade 
Mark. The limitations placed by this Section neces- 
sarily exclude a large number of Marks which 
are used, and will continue to be used, in every- 
day business. There is, as already stated, common 
law protection for definitely established Marks. 
although they may not be registrable under the 
special provisions of the existing law, but it will 
be a considerable advantage to the commercia! 
community if these Marks could be collected and 
properly classified. Clause 1 provides for the 
purpose of registering these Marks that a Regis- 
ter, to be known as Part B, shall be opened and 
these Marks registered therein. Part A of the 
Trade Marks Register will be kept for Marks 
registrable under the Act of 1905. Under the new 
Bill the Marks specially registered in Part B will 
be considered to be Registered Marks, and their 
registration will be prima facie evidence of owner- 
ship. They will not, however, be entitled to al! 
the special remedies accorded to Marks previously 
registered under Section 9 of the old Act and to 
Marks subsequently to be registered in Part A 
which continues, and corresponds with, the exist- 
ing Register. Part A is the normal continuation 
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of the present Register; Part B is a_ special 
Register set up for a special purpose. 
British Marks 1x Foreign Countries. 

It is hoped that the establishment of this special 
Register, Part b, will facilitate the registration 
of British Marks in foreign countries. Most of 
these countries require that persons, not subjects 
of their State, shaJl as a condition precedent to 
registration prove that they have obtained registra- 
tion for their Marks in their country of origin. 
Many very valuable Marks, which are, in fact, 
distinctive of a particular trader’s goods, cannot 
at present, under the existing Law, be registered 
as Trade Marks in the United Kingdom, and 
cannot, therefore, be registered in foreign countries 
as Trade Marks by British subjects. In many 
instances of such Marks, traders abroad have 
actually registered well-known British Marks as 
their own Marks, and have used this legalised 
piracy as a means of passing off their own goods 
as the goods of British traders. Further, those who 
have been guilty of these irregularities in foreign 
countries have even tried to stop the importation 
of the very British goods which bear the Mark of 
the true British proprietor and of which the repu- 
tation and value have heen the creation of the 
British owner. 

hrrec T OF THE AMENDING (CLAUSES. 

Clause 1 sets up ‘‘ Part B”’ of the Trade Marks 
Register, and provides for the continuance, 
under the heading of ‘Part A,” of the 
existing Register kept under the Act of 1905. 
Clause 2 sets ont the conditions under which Trade 
Marks, not at present registrabie, may be 
registered in the new Part B. All Marks which 
have been used bona fide in the United Kingdom for 
not less than three years will be eligible for 
registration in Part B. It is not proposed that the 
Patent Office should undertake any search in 
respect of these Marks, but power is reserved to 
refuse registration to any Mark which in the 
opinion of the Registrar should not be registered. 
An appealto the Court from the Registrar’s decision 
is provided. Clause 3 applies certain provisions 
of the original Act of .905 to the Marks registrable 
in Part B. This has been done in order to provide 
machinery for opposition and other proceedings 
before the Patent Office. Clause 4 sets forth that 
the registration of a Mark in Part B shall not be 
conclusive evidence of the owner’s exclusive right 
to the use of the Mark; it will be prima facte 
evidence only. The powers of the owner of such 
2 Mark in the United Kingdom to stop infringe- 
ment will be those which he would have had at 
common law in a ‘‘ passing off’ action, except 
that the burden of proving that the Mark had not 
been infringed will be placed upon the defendant. 
In order that the public may not be misled Clause 
5 makes it an offence to use the word “ Registered ”’ 
in connection with a Part B Mark unless a clear 
indication is given at the same time that the Mark 
is registered in Part B. When an application is 
made for registration in Part A and, in the view of 
the Registrar, the Mark cannot properly be 
registered in that Part, he is granted discretionary 
power under Clause 6 (if the applicant be willing) 
to permit registration in Part B instead of abso- 
lutely refusing altogether the registration of the 
Mark. 


PART If: PREVENTING ABUSES OF 


TRADE MARKS. 


The general effect of Part II. of the Trade Marks 
Bill has already been explained. It consists of 
one Clause (7) divided into four sub-sections. The 
proper function of a Trade Mark is to distinguish 
the goods of one trader from those of another. 
Thus, ‘‘ Bovril’’ signifies the beef extract of a 
particular company, and ‘‘ Oxo”’ the beef extract 
of another company. ‘‘Saxone”’ is used to 
describe boots made by the firm which employs the 
Mark, and ‘“‘ Woodbine” to describe a popular 
brand of cigarettes. In these and in all cases 
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of Trade Marks properly used, the Mark dis- 
tinguishes the goods of a particular firm from those 
of other firms. The name by which an article is 
commonly known, without any reference to its 
origin, is not a proper registrable Trade Mark, and 
the Courts have on many occasions removed such 
Marks from the Register. It will be remembered 
that a monopoly in the use of the word ‘‘ Gramo- 
phone”’ was prevented by the Courts. The pur- 
pose of Clause 7 is to prevent a word which has 
become by usage the generally accepted name of 
a product, from being registered as a Trade Mark 
and hence conferring a perpetual monopoly upon 
one firm for the manufacture of that product. 
PaTENTED DRvGs. 

The evils arising from the possession of any 
monopoly in the name of a product have been 
most conspicuous in the case of drugs, and 
in particular of drugs which were originally 
protected by a patent. It is a well known 
principle of law that the name of a patented 
article cannot be protected as a Trade 
Mark If it were so protected, and the name had 
become of wide general acceptance, then the rights 
of the public to manufacture the article after four- 
teen years might in practice be destroyed. They 
would have become unable to use the name 
by which alone the patented article had been 
known or sold. A very good example of the abuse 
of a Trade Mark word is “ Aspirin.”? This word 
was registered as a Trade Mark for a drug 
(acetyl salicylic acid). The owners of the Mark, 
instead of using it legitimately to indicate the 
manufacture of the drug by a particular firm have 
consistently sought to use the word ‘‘ Aspirin’’ as 
the name of the drug itself, and so, under the 
shelter of a Trade Mark, to obtain in fact a per- 
petual monopoly of the drug. 


Tue ReEMovAL or TrRavpE Manis. 


Although the law, as laid down in decided cases. 
is fairly clear the abuse described above has con- 
tinued because of the difficulty and expense of 
removing a Mark when once it has been admitted 
to the Register. In many cases it is no one person’s 
interest or province to undertake the task of 
getting the Mark removed. It is proposed, there. 
fore, by Clause 7 to define more clearly the right 
of removal and to provide a simple and inexpensive 
remedy. The Courts or the Regist: ar—if the appli- 
cant chooses to apply to the Registrar in the first 
instance—are to have the power of removing from 
the Register Trade Marks which have become 
abused. No new principle of law is set up by the 
Clause ; all that it does 1s to make more simple and 
more certain the maintenance of a well-established 
legal principle. 


A Four-Yiarn Time Liar. 


As regards Marks already registered, it is recog- 
nised that there are many Marks at present in use 
which could not be removed without causing 
great loss and considerable injustice to the owners. 
Sub-clause (2) of Clause 7, therefore, allows four 
years from the date of the passing of the Bill as a 
time-limit for such Marks; after the expiration of 
that period all Marks registered before the passing 
of the Act are subject to the provisions of the 
Clause. Those who have abused Trade Marks have, 
therefore, four years within which to mend tieir 
ways and to establish the use of their Marks upcn 
a legitimate basis. 


PART Ill: MINOR AMENDMENTS. 


Clauses 8 to 12 deal with minor amendments to 
the principal Act of 1905; their chief purpose is 
to simplify procedure and to extend the powers 
of the Registrar. Thus Clause 8 transfers 
the right of appeal in matters which involve 
legal interpretation of the Acts from the Board 
of Trade to the Court. There is at present 
a dual jurisdiction on appeal which has obvious dis- 
advantages. It is thought that all appeals, except 
those which arise out of unopposed applications, 
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should be made to the Court. The Clause further 
gives the Court power to exercise the same discre- 
tion in dealing with cases which is now allowed to 
the Registrar. It seems better to give to the Court 
the fullest power of revision and appeal, the more 
especially since in recent years the Court has, in 
certain cases, rejected appeals on the ground 
that the Registrar had exercised a discretion which 
should not be interfered with. The idea now is to 
enable the Court to give a direct decision upon 
the merits of each particular case. 


THE ReEGIsTRAR’s JURISDICTION. 

By Clause 9 an original jurisdiction is given the 
Registrar to rectify the Register. He has not pre- 
viously enjoyed this power. Up to the present, for 
example, he has not been able to remove Marks 
from the Register which have ceased to be used. 
Many dormant and obsolete Marks remain simply 
because traders are unwilling to incur the expense 
of applying to the Court for their removal. 
defect in the Act of 1905 is remedied by Clause 10 
which empowers the Registrar to deal with the 
costs of all proceedings before him 

THe ReGisTRATION OF ALL ASSIGNMENTS, 

It was explained in the articles on the Patents 
and Designs Bill (January 3rd and 10th) how im- 
portant it is that all assignments of patents and 
designs should be registered at the Patent Office. 
A Clause was inserted in the Patents Bill to render 
the registration of assignments compulsory; a 
similar Clause—1l1 of the Trade Marks Bill—pro- 
vides in a similar way for the registration of 
assignments of Trade Marks. It is just as im- 
portant that the public should be informed of the 
true owner of a Trade Mark as it is that they 
should know the true owner of a patent or design. 











THE TRADE COMMISSIONER 
SERVICE. 


ORIGIN AND PURPOSE. 


The war, instead of exercising a disruptive in- 
fluence on the British Empire as predicted and 
hoped by the enemy, has led to a keener realisa- 
tion of the strength of the ties, both moral and 
material, which bind the various portions of the 
Empire together. Out of this realisation has 
sprung a growing consciousness of the need for a 
closer co-operation in all things that matter 
between the States of which the Empire is com- 
posed. It is appropriate that at such a time com- 
prehensive action should be taken with the direct 
object of fostering and developing inter-Imperial 
trade. The recent establishment of the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade (Development and Intelli- 
gence) and the improved and extended service 
which it will provide at home is a necessary pre- 
liminary to any such action; for an intelligent 
development of trade relations within the Empire 
must depend upon the fullest possible know- 
ledge of industrial requirements and industrial 
capabilities in this country. The reorganisation in 
the United Kingdom is to be supplemented by 
a large extension of the service of His Majesty’s 
Trade Commissioners in the Empire. 

OriGIN or THE TrRaDE COMMISSIONER SERVICE. 

The Trade Commissioner Service is of recent 
origin. At the Imperial Conference of 1907, Sir 
Joseph Ward, Prime Minister of New Zcaland, 
called attention to the need for official commercial 
representation of the United Kingdom in the self- 
governing Dominions Mr. Lloyd George, then 
President of the Board of Trade, was able to 
inform the Conference a few days afterwards that 
arrangements for the appointment of such officers 
~ere being made. The measures which were sub- 
‘equently taken resulted in the institution, 1n-4908, 
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of the present service of four Trade Commis- 
sloners, one being appointed for Canada and New- 
foundland, and one each for Australia, New 
Zealand and South Africa. Each Trade Commis- 
sioner has the assistance of a number of [mperial 
Trade Correspondents situated in various districts 
of the Dominion concerned. In India and the 
Crown Colonies and Protectorates the Board of 
Trade have had the benefit of the assistance of 
trade correspondents, mainly officials of the local 
government, who have acted in an _ honorary 
capacity. 
FuNcrions or THE TraDe COMMISSIONERS. 

The four Trade Commissioners have had a diffi- 
cult task. They were pioneers in a new enter- 
prise; 1t may well be that at first they felt their 
position to be a somewhat isolated one; and 
pioneer work is necessarily attended by disappoint- 
ments. It was only by degrees, as the practical 
value of their assistance and advice became known 
to manufacturers and traders in the United cing- 
dom and the Dominions, that their activities 
began to bring about increasingly useful results. 
The advantages and importance of a Trade Com- 
missioner Service are, however, now securely 
established. Among the functions of a Trade 
Commissioner it is his dutv :— 

(1) To keep in close touch with the Govern- 
ment and State authorities in the 
Dominion to which he is attached. 

(2) To visit the principal commercial centres in 
his area and establish touch with the 
members of the commercial community. 

(3) To study and report upon the tariff laws, 
and customs regulations, as well as legis- 
lation affecting banking, patents and 
copyrights, shipping, harbours, ete. 

(4) To watch the imports into the Dominion, to 
furnish reports on the best methods of 
meeting foreign competition, and_ to 
furnish reports on financial and trade 
conditions. 

(5) To forward early information as to con- 
tracts open, or likely to be open, to 
tender, the opening of new industries, and 
the extension of public works. 

(6) To make an annual General Report on the 
conditions and prospects of trade in his 
area, and to supplement it by special 
reports or monographs dealing as ex- 
haustively as possible with particular 
questions which are likely to be of interest 
to British firms. 


THem Dairy Duties. 

These functions are of a more or less general 
character. It remains to mention the extremely 
important daily duties of the Trade Commissioner. 
He is expected to supply to the Board of Trade a 
regular flow of commercial information in regard 
to openings for British trade in the area with which 
he is concerned; to supply lists of names of likely 
importers of British goods and of suitable agents 
for British producers ; to maintain an active corre- 
spondence with firms in the United Kingdom who 
wish to extend their trade with the Dominions ; 
to receive applications from local exporters and 
importers who wish to enter into business relations 
with the Mother Country; to advise firms as to 
conditions under which they should or should not 
spend money to develop a connection ; and to call 
attention to the particular methods of doing busi- 
ness which are best adapted to the Dominion to 
which he is attached. 

VALUE OF THE TRADE COMMISSIONERS’ WorRK. 

It is almost superfluous to point out that much of 
the work of a Trade Commissioner is incapable of 
advertisement. It is no part of his business to 
blazon forth to the world at large the information 
collected by him and the action taken by him to 
promote inter-Imperial trade. Some of the best 
work of the Trade Commissioners has consisted in 
the supply of timely information and assistance 


which has prevented the British trader from being 
supplanted by his foreign competitor. Definite 
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instances are known to the Board of Trade in 
which trade that has fallen into the hands of 
foreign competitors has been recovered for British 
trade as a direct consequence of efforts by the 
Trade Commissioner. From the very nature of 
these cases it would be undesirable to describe 
them in detail. It may, however, be mentioned 
that the Trade Commissioners have frequently 
taken up questions relating to legislation affecting 
tariffs, copyright, patents, and other matters, and 
that good and usetul results have followed from the 
consultations which have taken place between 
them and the authorities concerned. An index of 
the value of the work of the Trade Com- 
missioner Service is to be found in the steadily 
growing volume of their work, in the increasing 
number of letters of appreciation received by the 
Board of Trade and the Trade Commissioners 
themselves, and in the enhanced interest taken by 
the commercial community in the periodical 
official visits paid by Trade Commissioners to this 
country. 


OrrictaL Vistts oF [TRADE COMMISSIONERS TO THE 
Unirep Kinepom. 

Eight official visits to the United Kingdom have 
so far been paid by the Trade Commissioners. 
These visits were at first for only short periods, 
but, with the growing demands made on 
the Trade Commissioners while in this country, 
they have increased in importance, and the last 
visit of the ‘Trade Commissioner in Canada 
extended to a period of five months. It is worthy 
of note that the Trade Commissioner in Australia 
during his 1916 visit interviewed 705 firms and 
deputations, and visited 31 works, while the Trade 
Commissioner in Canada, during his visit last 
year, got into personal touch with 769 firms, asso- 
ciations, and deputations in London and in 24 other 
important centres, and visited 32 works. It would 
be difficult to exaggerate the important part which 
such visits play in the development of the Empire’s 
trade. No person with any knowledge would 
attempt to depreciate tle resourcefulness and 
enterprise of the British manufacturers and mer- 
chants who lifted British trade to its pre-war level. 
But the experience of less than ten years’ working 
of the Trade Commissioner Service has proved 
beyond all doubt that the Trade Commissioners 
ean be of real service in improving and supple- 
menting the British trader’s knowledge of the 
varying conditions in the Empire’s markets, the 
openings which occur for fresh enterprise from 
time to time and disappear if not accepted with 
promptitude, and the methods of trading most suit- 
able for a particular area. The visits also serve a 
most useful purpose in bringing the Trade Com- 
missioners and the officers of the Department at 
home into direct touch with one another and 
enabling them to obtain a first-hand knowledge ot 
each other’s work. It is proposed to make these 
visits a constant feature of the Empire’s com- 
mercial service, and it is hoped that manufacturers 
and merchants will take full advantage of the visit 
which is shortly to be paid to this country by the 
Trade Commissioner in South Africa. 

EXTENSION OF THE TRADE CoMMISSIONER SERVICE. 

The work of the Trade Commissioners has been 
under investigation by the Dominions Royal Com- 
mission. In their Report, issued in February, 1917, 
they made strong recommendations in favour of an 
increase in the number of Trade Commissioners 1n 
the Dominions and of an extension of the Trade 
Commissioner service to other parts of the Empire. 
The Board of Trade had simultaneously been 
engaged on a scheme for the strengthening ol the 
service, and it has now been decided to increase 
the number of Trade Commissioners from four to 
fifteen or sixteen. Under the new scheme, so far 
as the allocation of posts has been decided at 
present, it is proposed that four of the Commis- 
sioners shall be stationed at important centres In 
Canada, the senior of them dealing also with trade 
in Newfoundland; two Trade Commissioners will 
be stationed in Australia; one in New Zealand ; 
two in South Africa; two in India; one in the West 
Indies; one in the Straits Settlements, and one 
will be unattached to any definite station overseas 
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but will be available in the Department for any 
special service. 
THetr Persona, QUALIFICATIONS. 

The personality and qualifications of the Trade 

Commissioners are, of course, of paramount im- 
portance. The area of selection is necessarily 
limited at a time when the efforts of the man- 
power of the nation are concentrated on the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the war. The difficulties in 
the way of filling the new posts are therefore 
greater than they would be in normal times, but 
considerable progress has already been made. The 
Department have had the advantage in this matter 
of the assistance of a Selection Committee contain- 
ing prominent representatives of British trade and 
industry. The advantages of a business training 
in connection with the Trade Commissioner service 
are so obvious that they need not be stated, and 
the Selection Committee are taking such training 
largely into account. At the same time care is 
being taken not to rule out candidates who 
possess other special experience fitting them for 
the work. 
_ OF the existing Trade Commissioners, Mr. C. 
Hamilton Wickes, who has given invaluable service 
for four years in Australia and for five years in 
Canada, will at present remain at headquarters in 
this country. It should be explained that an 
important feature of the new scheme is that the 
Department at home will always have the benefit 
of the direct assistance and advice of one or more 
Trade Commissioners with practical experience of 
trade conditions in the Empire. Mr. G. T. Milne, 
now Trade Commissioner in Australia, will take 
up his duties as soon as possible at Montreal as 
senior Trade Commissioner in Canada, in suc- 
cession to Mr. Hamilton Wickes. Mr. W. G. 
Wickham will continue to serve as the senior 
Trade Commissioner in South Africa, and Mr. 
R. W. Dalton will remain in New Zealand. 

Mr. T. M. Ainscough is proceeding almost at 
once to serve at Calcutta as senior Trade Com- 
missioner in India. He was manager of a com- 
mercial firm at Shanghai for five years, and then 
undertook a confidential commercial mission across 
China and Eastern Tibet. In 1914 he undertook a 
special mission to China for the Board of Trade, 
and latterly has been Secretary to the Board of 
Trade Textile Committee, and the Empire Cotton 
Growing Committee. 

Mr. S. W. B. McGregor will be appointed to 
the senior Trade Commissionership in Australia, 
and will take up his duties in Melbourne in the 
course of afew months. He is an engineer who has 
latterly devoted attention more particularly to the 
commercial side of the engineering, machinery, 
and metal trades. He has carried out work in 
South America and China on behalf of important 
groups of British manufacturers. 

Mr. Wilson Goode, who was Secretary to the 
Importers’ and Exporters’ Association of Man- 
chester, is proceeding to South Africa to serve as 
the Acting Trade Commissioner in that Dominion 
dur‘ng the absence of Mr. Wickham on his official 
visit to this country in the spring. 

Mr. F. W. Field, who is at present the Imperial 
Trade Correspondent at Toronto, and Editor of 
the ‘‘ Monetary Times,’’ is to be appointed as a 
Trade Commissioner in Canada, with head- 
quarters at Toronto. 

It is hoped that it will be possible without any 
undue delay to announce other appointments. 

AprrovaL oF ImeERtTAL War CONFERENCE. 

As a final comment on the value of the Trade 
Commissioner service, attention may be called to 
the following resolution passed unanimously on the 
motion of General Smuts at the Imperial War Con- 
ference in April last :— 

‘“The Imperial War Conference welcomes the 
proposed increase of the Board of Trade service of 
Trade Commissioners and its extension throughout 
the British Empire in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the Dominions Royal Commission, 
and recommends that the Governments concerned 
should co-operate so as to make that service as 
useful as possible to the Empire as a whole, 
especiallv for the promotion of inter-Imperial 
trade.’’

CHART OF WHOLESALE PRICES. 

On another page of this issue will be found an 
interesting Chart of wholesale prices of com- 
modities during 1917 and for previous years since 
1871. The year 1900 has been as the base vear of 
the series. This Chart has been prepared by the 
Statistical Department of the Board of Trade, and 
represents the Index Numbers, based upon the 
price movements of 47 principal articles, weighted 
in accordance with their estimated consumption in 
1881-90. The lines on the Chart show the price 
movements of the 47 commodities taken as a whole, 
and also the movements of the three main groups: 
Coal and Metals, Textile Raw Materials, and Food, 
Drink, and Tobacco. The prices which the Index 
Numbers show for 1917 are by far the highest 
recorded in the Statistics of the Board of Trade. 





CONSERVATION OF FLAX SUPPLIES. 


Further steps have been taken with a view to 
conserving the supply of flax. It is provided by 
the Flax (Restriction of Consumption) No. 2 Order, 
the text of which is published on another page, 
that the delivery of doubled thread or twine pro- 
duced from line yarns or tow yarns spun from flax 
or from Russian or Italian hemp, is prohibited 
without a permit of the Director of Raw Materials. 
It is, however, provided that delivery may con- 
tinue for thirty days after the date of the Order 
of contracts in respect of which the thread manu- 
facturer holds a Priority A or Priority B certifi- 
cate completed before the date of the Order. 

It is announced further that permits for the 
delivery of line yarn threads and twines will be 
issued in cases to which Priority A is applicable, 
and permits for tow yarn threads and twines in 
cases to which Priority A or B is applicable. 

Applications for permits under the Order should 
be addressed to the Director of Raw Materials, 
R.M. 3, Imperial House, Tothill Street, London, 
S.W.1, giving full particulars of the Government 
contract, if any, or of the other work for which the 
thread or twine is required. 





PARCEL POST TO BOLIVIA. 


The Department of Overseas Trade (Develop- 
ment and Intelligence) is informed by the Post 
Office that practically all parcels for Bolivia are 
now being forwarded by the Pacific Steam Nawviga- 
tion Company’s steamers sailing vid the Panama 
Canal. The time of transit to Antofagasta, Chile, 
by this route would not in normal circumstances 
exceed 32 days. In the present abnormal mari- 
time conditions, however, the time of transit varies 
from 33 to 66 days; and this accounts to some 
extent for the serious delay which many parcels 
from this country for Bolivia at present sustain. 





RESTRICTIONS ON IMPORTS. 


The Department of Import Restrictions has for 
some time been engaged in revising and consolli- 
dating the interpretations and decisions that have 
been arrived at from time to time in the course of 
administering the prohibitions of import. The last 
consolidated list appeared as a Supplement to the 
‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 29th March last, but 
various supplementary and amending lists have 
since been issued, and new prohibitions have been 
added, with the result that a new and up-to-date 
list of rulings has become necessary. This will be 
issued as a Supplement to the issue of the 
“Journal”’ of 24th January. 
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MINERAL OIL FROM HOME SOURCES. 

The following statement has been issued by the 
Ministry of Munitions respecting the policy of 
the Ministry on the production of oil from home 
sources :— 

Certain communications have recently been made 
to the Press upon the subject of the production of 
mineral oil from home sources. These communica- 
tions are apparently based on incomplete informa- 
tion, and therefore may have created a mistaken 
impression. 

Apart from the very serious technical difficulties 
which have to be overcome, the competing claims of 
other urgent war services for labour and materials 
render impossible the rapid development of methods 
which might otherwise be pursued with advantage. 
The Ministry of Munitions, however, has _ been 
steadily pursuing the policy which is considered to 
be best designed to produce substantial results in 
the shortest time. It is obviously undesirable to 
explain the actual methods or to state the quantities 
of oil which it is estimated will be produced, but 
it is thought that some indication may be given of 
the general policy which is being followed. 

All existing plant at the shale works of Scotland 
and the gas works and coke ovens throughout the 
country are being pressed to their full capacity and 
are being extended as far as present circumstances 
perinit. 

It has been found by experiments that certain 
plants already in existence can be adapted in a short 
time to treat new material by new methods. This 
adaptation of plants is being actively pursued and 
has the obvious advantage of saving labour, time, and 
material, and making the best use of existing staff 
and equipment. On the other hand, where suitable 
raw material cannot be dealt with on existing plants, 
arrangements are in progress for erecting works for 
the extraction of oil. 

Some of the correspondents suggest that a very 
large output of fuel-oil can be obtained because one 
unit can produce or has produced a given quantity of 
oil. In the present state of supply of labour and 
materials any such easy multiplication is liable to be 
entirely fallacious. 





PAPER RESTRICTION (POSTERS AND 
CIRCULARS) ORDER, 1918. 

This Order, which takes effect from 1st February, 
1918, revokes and embodies, with some amend- 
ments, the Paper Restriction (Posters and Cir- 
culars) Consolidation Order of 22nd October, 1917, 
and the general licences of the 8th and 19th 
November issued thereunder. 

The Order imposes no fresh restrictions, and 
makes several concessions. 

I.—POostTERS. 

New posters will be restricted to 2,400 square 
inches, as at present. As far as concerns stock 
posters, retailers are accorded the same privileges 
as other advertisers. They will be entitled to 
exhibit anywhere posters which were printed or 
partly printed on or before 2nd March, 1917, and 
were actually in stock on or before 22nd October, 
1917. 

The restriction as to the total area of posters 
to be exhibited on any one wall, hoarding, or 
place, which was imposed by the Order of 22nd 
October, is removed generally, so far as stock 
posters are concerned. 

IT.—ADVERTISING CIRCULARS. 

The unrestricted despatch of trade catalogues 
and price lists from traders to traders is permitted 
up to 3lst January, 1919. Other classes uf adver- 
tising circular may be distributed up to the same 
date on the basis of one-third of the total weight 
of such matter distributed beween Ist February, 
1916, and 3list January, 1917. 

Annual Reports of companies or societies issued 
to their own members, auctioneers’ and surveyors’ 
catalogues and price lists, prospectuses and appli- 
cation forms despatched by insurance companies, 
in response to requests in writing, are detinitely 
excluded from the Order. 

The general exemption accorded by the Order of 
22nd October to certain named Stock Exchanges 
is now extended to all Stock Exchanges ji the 
United Kingdom.

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RESTRICTIONS ON EXPORT FROM 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 

The Ministry of Munitions are drawing the 
attention of their contractors and agents to the 
consequences of the system of restrictions on 
export and priority of orders, which the United 
States Government is bringing into operation for 
the purposes of the War, 

The result of such a system is that private firms 
desiring to secure export to this country from the 
United States of munitions or materials to be used 
directly or indirectly in the manufacture of. muni- 
tions will find it increasingly difficult, if not 
impossible, to do so except either through, or with 
the direct assistance of the Ministry of Munitions 
or other Government Department concerned. 





WAR PRIORITIES COMMITTEE. 

The War Priorities Committee was appointed 
some time ago by the War Cabinet to decide 
questions of priority of manufacture in their bear- 
ing on the conduct of the war. The composition 
of the Committee is as under :—Lieut. General the 
Right Hon. J. C. Smuts, K.C. (Chairman) ; the First 
Lord of the Admiralty ; the Secretary of State for 
War; the Minister of Munitions ; the Minister of 
atin Service ; and the Air Minister. 

The Cemmittee is assisted in the conduct of its 
work by a permanent Sub-Committee, composed of 
representatives of the Admiralty, War Office, 
Ministry of Munitions, Air Ministry and Ministry 
of National Service. The requirements for war 
purposes of the various Departments of the State 
are examined and co-ordinated by the War 
Deicnities Committee, who decide the relative 
importance of their demands in accordance with 
the general rulings laid down by the War Cabinet, 
and arrange the allocation of the material resources 
and productive capacity of the country in the 
order of priority allotted. 

The War Prvorities Committee performs its 
functions of allocation largely through the medium 
of Allocation Sub-Committees composed of repre- 
sentatives of the various consuming Departments 
concerned. These Sub-Committees eee been set 
up by the War Priorities Committee to investigate 
with regard to specific materials the supply available 
and the requirements of the several Departments 
and public services, and to allocate supply in 
accordance with the general priority laid down by 
the War Priorities Committee. 

In addition a Sub-Committee has been set up 
which deals with works of construction, both public 
and private. 

In order that the requirements of the Public 
Services, such as transport, light, heat, power, etc., 
may receive proper consideration a General Ser- 
vices Committee has been appointed by the War 
Priorities Committee under the Chairmanship of 
Mr. John Wormald, M.Inst.C.E., with representa- 
tives from the Ministry of Munitions, Admiralty, 
War Office, Board of Trade and Local Government 
Board. This Committee considers the require- 
ments of these services and formulates on their 
behalf demands w hich are taken into account by 
the War Priorities Committee in their allocation 
of the available mealies. af the various com- 
modities. he Chairman of this Ruaamaiten is 
assisted by an Advisory Committee, whose par- 
ticular duty it is to inquire into the needs of the 
various general industries, the maintenance of 
which is not vital to the supply of war material or 
to the life of the community, but which it is de- 
sirable to preserve, if such preservation can be 
secured without sacrificing interests deemed 
esential to the successful prosecution of the war. 

The composition of this Advisory Committee is 
as follows:—Mr. George E. Alexander, Mr. Ken- 
neth Chance, Sr Archibald Denny, Bart., Mr. 
Alexander Walker, Mr. Henry Woodall, M.Inst. 
C.E., and a representative of the Board of Trade.

RE-ORGANISATION : 
OFFICIAL MEMORANDUM. 








The following is the official text of the Memo- 
randum with respect to the Re-organisation of the 
Board of Trade, which has been approved :— 

1. After the war much greater demands than 
heretofore will be made upon the Board of Trade 
by the business interests of the country, and it is 
essential that steps should be taken forthwith to 
strengthen and improve the organisation of the 
Department with a view to affording the assistance 
required for the maintenance of our commercial 
and industrial position. 

So far as relates to commercial intelligence and 
the development of overseas trade, it is hoped that 
the position will be adequately met by the new 
organisation of the Joint Department of Overseas 

Crade ew elopment and Intelligence) recently set 
up by the Board of Trade and Foreign Office, which 
is dealt with in a paper aiready presented to Par- 
liament (Cd. 8715). But this Department can only 
cover a part of the ground. There is a widespread 
demand for a strengthening of the Board of Trade 
in other directions, and after consultation with a 
small informal committee consisting of Sir 
Clarendon Hyde, Sir A. F. Firth, Bart., Mr. H. J. 
Mackinder, M.P., and Mr. C. T. Needham, M.P., a 
scehme of re-organisation has been framed which 
will, it is believed, increase the efficiency of the 
Department and adapt it for meeting the growing 
demands upon it in the future. 

As it appears clearly of the greatest importance 
that the Department should be ready and equipped 
to meet its new responsibilities immediately on the 
termination of the War and should be in a position 
to make adequate preparations to that end, it is 
proposed to put the scheme into immediate opera- 
tion, at least in its main outlines. 

The following is a description of the principal 
features of the scheme which it is proposed to 
adopt. 

The work of the Board of Trade will be 
organised in two main Divisions or Departments, 
viz.:—(a) The Department of Commerce and In- 
dustry, and (b) The Department of Public Services 
Administration. The Department of Com- 
merce and Industry will be mainly concerned with 
the development of trade, with vigilance, with 
suggestion, with information, and with the duty of 
thinking out and assisting national commercial 
and industrial policy. The Department of Public 
Services Administration will be primarily engaged 
in the exercise of statutory and other administra- 
tive functions of a permanent nature with regard 
to trade and transport now or in the future en- 
trusted to the Board of Trade. It will therefore 
include the work performed by the present Marine, 
Railway, Harbour, Companies, and Bankruptcy 
Departments. 

Each of the two main Departments or Divisions 
of the Board of Trade will be in charge of a Joint 
Permanent Secretary, but the Permanent Secretary 
in charge of the Department of Commerce and 
Industry will rank as senior. One of the Assistant 
Secretaries in each main Department will be of 
senior status to the others, with a view to giving 
direct assistance to the Permanent Secretary in the 
general work of the Department. 


3. For the purpose of determining questions of 
policy arising in either Department or affecting 
both, there will be regular meetings of the Presi- 
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dent and the Permanent and Parliamentary Secre- 
taries, who will thus constitute an effective working 
Board. 


DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE AND 
INDUSTRY. 


4. The Department of Commerce and Industry 
will be concerned with a great number and variety 
of matters, and will accordingly be sub-divided 
into a number of sections or departments. Each 
of these sections will be in charge of an officer of 
Assistant Secretary rank, but the organisation will 
be kept as flexible as possible and the heads of the 
various sections will be in constant consultation 
with each other, and so far as possible will be 
interchangeable. 

It is an important feature of the scheme of re- 
organisation that the heads of departments should 
be enabled to make frequent visits to the chief 
centres of commerce and industry at home and 
abroad, with a view of widening their knowledge 
and experience and also giving them that personal 
acquaintance with manufacturers and merchants 
and industrial conditions which is essential if the 
Board of Trade is to command the general confi- 
dence of the trading community. The arrangement 
of duties and staff will therefore be of such a 
nature as to allow of this feature of the scheme 
being developed as far as practicable. 

The proposed sections of the Department of 
Commerce and Industry—including the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade (Development and Intelli- 
gence), which is a joint department of the Board 
of Trade and the Foreign Office—will, at the outset, 
he as follows: 

(a) Commercial Relations and Treaties (the 
present Commercial Department) including 
such matters as commercial treaties and 
agreements, Empire and foreign tariffs and 
trade regulations, and all other matters 
within the scope of the Board of Trade 
which involve representations to, or nego- 
tiations with, Governments within the 
Empire or foreign Governments relating to 
the protection and furtherance of British 
commercial and shipping interests in the 
Empire and in foreign Countries. 

(b) Overseas Trade (Development and Intelli- 
gence). (Joint Department of Board of 
Trade and Foreign Office.)—The functions 
of the Board of Trade with respect to com- 
mercial intelligence and overseas trade 
development in connection therewith, in- 
cluding the control of the Trade Commis- 
sioner Service and relations with the Com- 
mereial Attaché and Consular Services, 
will be exercised through the new joint 
Department of the Board of Trade and 
Foreign Office, whose work is described in 
a recently issued Parliamentary Paper 
[Cd. 8715]. The Department will also 
carry on the work of the late Exhibitions 
Branch of the Board of Trade. Measures 
will be taken to avoid overlapping and to 
secure proper co-ordination between this 
department and the various sections of the 
Department of Commerce and Industry by 
constant communication and close co- 
operation. 

(c), Industries and Manufactures.—A new 
department dealing with home indus- 
tries, with special reference to their de- 
velopment and stability, production, and 
the economic strength of the country 
generally; with questions of policy con- 
nected with trade monopolies and com- 
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binations, alien penetration into British 
industries, and the promotion of new 
trades. This section will also deal with 
matters within the scope of the Board of 
Trade relating to reconstruction of British 
industries and trades. 


(d) Industrial Property.—The main part of 


this department will be constituted by the 
existing Patent Office, but the department 
will not only administer the law relating 
to patents, designs, trade marks and copy- 
right, but will also be charged with deal- 
ing with all branches of industrial pro- 
‘perty from the point of view of commercial 
and industrial policy, including both the 
encouragement of invention and the pro- 
tection of the commercial public from the 
abuse of monopoly. It will also advise 
on international questions relating to the 
protection of British traders against in- 
fringement of their rights in foreign 
countries. For these purposes the depart- 
ment will be in close touch with the other 
sections ot the Department of Commerce 
and Industry. The head of the department 
will be the Comptroller-General of Patents, 
Designs and Trade Marks. . 


(2) Industrial Power and Transport.—A new 


department charged with the consideration 
of all questions of general policy relating 
to transport in its commercial aspect, 1n- 
cluding shipping, canal and railway rates 
and facilities, through railway and ocean 
rates, shipping conferences, ete. It will 
also deal with questions of policy relating 
to industrial power, including electricity, 
gas and water power for industrial pur- 
poses, the conservation of fuel, petroleum, 
ete. 


(f) Statesties.--This department will combine 


the work oi the present Census of Produc- 
tion Office with a centralisation and con- 
solidation of the work of collecting and 
classifying statistical returns at present 
carried out by various sections of the Board 
of Trade. It will deal (inter alia) with 
British and foreign import and export 
returns, and with the statistics of shipping, 
railways, wholesale prices, emigration 
and immigration, output of industrial 
establishments, ete., and generally will 
wateh the statistical data relating to the 
progress of trade, industry and transport, 
both at home and abroad. 


(g) In addition to the above departments 


charged with dealing with special groups 
of subjects, a new and important section 
will be created under the title of ‘‘ General 
Economic Department” for the purpose 
of assisting the Permanent Secretary in 
relation to questions involving economic 
policy, especially those which, owing to 
their generality or novelty, extend beyond 
the sphere of any special department. In 
the near future it is certain that questions 
of this nature, often of the greatest import- 
anee, will continually arise and need care- 
ful watching and handling, especially in 
their earlier stages. The new section will 
supply the necessary organisation for this 
purpose. It will (inter alia) take over any 
of the duties of the temporary ‘‘ Industrial 
(War Inquiries) Branch” of the Board of 
Trade which are not transferred to the 
Statistical Department. The section will 
have no executive functions but will be 
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charged with the duty of systematically 
studying the general economic position of 
the country and the problems arising there- 
from. 

5. The Department of Commerce and Industry 
will keep in close touch with the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research and with other 
organisations, such as the Imperial Institute and 
the National Physical Laboratory, whose work has 
a bearing on the matters with which the Depart- 
ment will be concerned. For this purpose repre- 
sentatives of the Department are _ already 
associated with the Advisory and Executive Com- 
mittees connected with the work of those bodies. 

6. There will be a strong Advisory Council 
attached to the Department of Commerce and In- 
dustry thoroughly representative of the commercial 
and manufacturing interests of the country. This 
Council will be divided into sub-committees meet- 
ing at frequent intervals. It is also proposed to 
constitute representative Trade Committees for 
each important group of trades whom the Board of 
Trade may consult on questions alfecting those 
trades including their commercial, technical and 
manufacturing needs during the period following 
the war. Suitable arrangements will be made to 
co-ordinate these Committees with the main 
Advisory Council. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SERVICE 
ADMINISTRATION. 


7. Certain changes and re-groupings will be 
necessary in the case of the work of the branches 
of the Board of Trade which fall within the second 
main Department, viz., the Department of Public 
Services Administration. The backbone of the 
work of this Department will be as hitherto the 
administration of a number of important Statutes, 
eg. the Railway Regulation Acts, the Merchant 
Shipping Acts, the General Harbour Acts, the Gas 
and Water Acts, the Electric Lighting Acts, the 
Companies Acts, the Bankruptcy Act, the Weights 
and Measures Acts, and many others. In addition 
to these statutory duties it will be the function of 
this Department to deal with each of the services 
concerned—Railways, Shipping, Harbours, Electric 
Undertakings, &c., &¢.—considered as under- 
takings, while, generally speaking, the Depart- 
ment of Industrial Power and Transport will deal 
with the questions of policy arising out of the rela- 
tions of these undertakings to industry and 
commerce. 

8. As the Department of Public Services Ad- 
ministration consists of sections which are already 
in existence, it is unnecessary to go into detail 
regarding their duties, and the following descrip- 
tions are not exhaustive but merely examples of 
the work done in each branch. 

(1.) The Marine Department administers 
through a staff of Surveyors, Superintendents, 
Examiners, and other officers at the ports, the 
statutory provisions regulating merchant shipping 
and seamen, and is accordingly responsible for 
dealing with safety of life at sea, registry and 
‘tonnage of ships, the examination of masters, 
mates, engineers and fishermen, the engagement, 
discharge and payment of seamen, enquiries into 
wrecks, etc. A sub-department of the Marine De- 
partment (the General Register and Record Office 
of Shippin and Seamen) keeps the registers of 
ships, issucs certificates to officers and has custody 
of official logs, agreements, ctc. 

(2.) The Railway Department administers the 
Railway Regulation Acts and deals with all matters 
relating to the safety of the railway travelling 
public and of railway employees, and with Rail- 
ways generally, as with Canals, Light Railways 
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and Tramways, from the point of view explained 
above. 

(3.) The Public Utilities and Harbours Depart- 
ment has general jurisdiction in regard to har- 
bours, tidal waters, foreshores, lighthouses, pilot- 
age, etc. It has also important functions of an 
administrative and quasi-legislative nature in con- 
nection with gas, water and electricity. A sub-de- 
partment (the Standards Department) is responsible 
for the custody of the Imperial and secondary 
standards of Weights and Measures and deals 
generally with matters arising under the Weights 
and Measures Acts. 


(4.) The Companies Department is responsible 
for the general administration of legislation with 
regard to tha Government control of Joint Stock 
Companies, and has duties under the Registration 
of Business Names Act, 1917, the Companies (Par- 
ticulars as to Directors) Act, 1917, the Assurance 
Companies Act, 1909, the Art Unions Act, 1846 and 
other Acts. The department exercises supervision 
and control over Official Receivers connected with 
the winding-up of Companies in the High Court 
and the County Courts. 


(5.) The Bankruptcy Departiient is responsible 
for the administration of legislation relating to 
Bankruptcies and Deeds of Arrangement, and exer- 
cises supervision and control over Official Re- 
ceivers in Bankruptcy both of the High Court and 
the County Courts. 


GENERAL. 


9. The General Departments serving the Board 
of Trade, as a whole, are: 

(1) Lhe Solicitors’ Department, which advises 
the Board of Trade on legal questions connected 
with the various matters administered by them, 
and has the conduct of Petitions of Right, actions, 
various proceedings in Court relating to Patents, 
Trade Marks, Companies and Bankruptcy ques- 
tions, prosecutions under various statutes, ship- 
ping inquiries, etc., ete. 

(2) The Finance Department, which not only 
deals with all the accounting required in connec- 
tion with the various services of the Board of 
Trade, but also administers certain financial sec- 
tions of the Merchant Shipping Act relating to 
such matters as estates of deceased seamen, sea- 
men’s savings banks, relief, repatriation and 
wages of seamen left abroad, the lighthouse ser- 
vices in the United Kingdom and abroad, ete., 
ete. ; and 


(3) The Establishment Department, which deals 
with questions of staff, accommodation, and other 
matters of office management affecting the Board 
of Trade as a whole, and which has recently been 
strengthened in view of the importance of secur- 
ing smooth working by means of efficient internal 
arrangements. 

10. Arrangements have recently been completed 
for the issue in a new form of the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” with a wide extension of its scope. 
so as to give the fullest possible information of 
value to the business community, including authori- 
tative announcements regarding the various 
activities of the Board of Trade and the Department 
of Overseas Trade (Development and Intelligence), 
and particulars of overseas markets derived 
through the improved and developed service of 
Trade Commissioners within the Empire and of 
Commercial Attachés and Consuls in foreign 
countries. 

11. A list of the permanent departments of the 
Board of Trade, as reorganised under the present 
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scheme, with the names oi their heads, is given in 
Appendix I. As the present memorandum }s con- 
cerned only with the reorganisation of the Board 
of Trade for the purpose of meeting the require- 
ments arising out of post war conditions, no 
reference has been made either to the numerous 
temporary duties performed by the permanent 
departments in connection with war questions or 
to the numerous temporary departments and 
executive authorities connected with the Board 
which deal with war questions. For convenience 
of reference. however, a list of these departments 
and authorities is given in Appendix II.

UNITED KINGDOM. 


1L—FORKIGN TRADE IN DECEMBER. 

According to the ‘‘ Accounts Relating to Trade and 
Navigation of the United Kingdom ”’ for December, 1917, 
the returns for that month when compared with those for 
December, 1916, show an increase in the. value of the 
imports into the United Kingdom, but a decrease in the 
value of the exports of the produce and manufactures of 
the United Kingdom and also in the exports of foreign 
and colonial merchandise. As compared with December, 
1915, there were increases in the imports, and in the 
exports of the produce and the manufactures of the 
United Kingdom, but a decrease in the exports of foreign 
and colonial merchandise. The following table gives the 
actual figures :—

The increase in the value of imports in December, 1917, 
as compared with a year earlier is not, however, to be 
interpreted as resulting from an expansion of trade, or 
from the rising level of prices, or both together, since the 
figures for the latest month include certain imports made 
on account of H.M. Government while the figures for 1916 
and 1915 exclude such imports of classes other than Food 
and Drink. The additions which would need to be made 
to the figures for 1916 and 1915, whether of Imports or 
of Exports, to render them comparable with those for 1917, 
are not stated in the Accounts. 

l1—-TRADE DURING THE YEAR 1917. 

The same return contains the preliminary figures of the 
foreign trade of the United Kingdom during the year 
1917. The total value of this trade (merchandise only) 
amounted to £1,660,117,000, of which imports accounted 
for £1,065,256,000, exports of United Kingdom produce 
£525,309,000, and exports of foreign and colonial produce 
(re-exports) £69,552,000. 

The following statement shows the value of the trade 
during the last five years :—

The value of the imports thus reached a record figure of 
over £1,065,000,000, a tigure which does not include certain 
imports on Government Account during the first half 
of the year. It represents an increase of 12.3 per cent. 
over the previous highest total, which was recorded 
in 1916, when goods imported to the value of nearly 
£950 ,000,000 were recorded, and one of 38.6 per cent. over 
the figures in the last pre-war year. The imports recorded 
in 1916 were of approximately equal value in the first and 
second halves of the year. In 1917 the value of imports 
for the first half year showed an increase of £26,000,000 
on the corresponding figures for 1916, while the increase 
in the second half year, during which the record was more 
comprehensive, amounted to £90,500,000. The value of the 
exports of the produce and manufactures of the United 
Kingdom in 1917 was very slightly above the figure for 
1913, which was the previous record. As compared with 
1916 the figures show an increase of 3.8 per cent. The 
re-export trade of the Unrted Kingdom in'1917 was 28.7 
per cent. less than in 1916 and 36.6 per cent. less than in 
1913. 

As has already been indicated, it is important 
to note in connection wit the figures relating to 
the period since the outbreak of war, that since 
July, 1917, they include, so far as particulars are available 
at the time of compilation, articles imported and exported 
in public as well as in private ownership, except exports 
for the use of His Majesty’s Forces on active service. The 
figures for earlier months of the present year and for all 
months of previous years include, in the case of imports, 
all articles of food, but do not include other goods which 
at the time of importation were the property of His 
Majesty’s Government or the Governments of the Allies. 
In the case of goods exported the figures for these months 
include goods bought in the United Kingdom by, or on 
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behalf of, the Governments of the Allies, but do not in- 
clude goods taken from British Government Stores and 
Depots, or goods bought by His Majesty’s Government 
and shipped on Government vessels. 

IMPORTS. 

Foodstuffs accounted for the largest proportion of the 
total imports, the value of the goods imported under the 
category ‘‘ Food, Drink, and Tobacco,’’ amounting to 
£455,300,000 or 43 per cent. of the total imports. The 
value of the corresponding trade in the previous year was 
£419,200,000, and in the last pre-war year (1913) 
£290,000 ,000. 

As regards raw materials, the imports were va‘ued at 
£385,400,000, as compared with £336,800,000 in 1916 and 
£281,800,000, in the last normal year. Raw cotton 
accounted for nearly 30 per cent. of this total, the imports 
being valued at £110,600,000, as compared with £84,700,000 
in 1916 and £70,600,000 in 1913. Oi] seeds and nuts, oils, 
fats and gums were imported to the value of £76,100,000, 
as compared with £63,400,000 in 1916 and £41,600,000 in 
1913. The imports of wood and timber were valued at 
£25,600,000, £40,200,000 and £33,800,000 in 1917, 1916 and 
1913 respectively. Raw wool imported represented values 
of £52,000,000, £39,700,000 and £37,700,000 in the same 
three years. 

The value of the imports of manufactures in 1916 was 
£218,500,000, as compared with £189,200,000 in the pre- 
vious year and £193,600,000 in 1913. The chief items 
were metals (other than iron and steel) and manufactures 
thereof, which were imported to the value of £43,600,000 
as compared with £39,000,000 in 1916 and £32,100,000 in 
1913; chemicals, drugs and dyes, the imports of which 
were valued at £28,000,000 as compared with £28,600,000 
and £12,900,000 in 1916 and 1913 respectively, and leather 
and leather manufactures, the imports of which in 1917, 
1916 and 1913 were £11,100,000, £16,200,000 and 
£13,400,000. Other large items were silk manufactures 
£11,400,000, iron and steel and manufactures thereof 
£10,800,000, machinery £9,000,000, cotton manvfactures 
£39,000,000, paper and paper wares £4,200,000, and 
vehicles £7,400,000. 

Exports OF UNITED KINGDOM PRODUCE. 

The exports of foodstuffs {including drink and tobacco) 
in 1917 were valued at £16,400,000 as compared with 
£29,500,000 in the previous year and £382,500,000 in 
1913. Raw materials were valued at £67,400,000, of 
which coal, coke, and manufactured fuel accounted for 
about £51,300,000, or over 75 per cent. The value of the 
raw materials exported in 1916 was about £64,300,000, and 
in 1913 £69,900,000. Manufactures were exported in 
1917 to the value of £421,600,000, or 80 per cent. of the 
total exports of the United Kingdom produce. The corre- 
sponding figures in 1916 and 1913 were £393,400,000 and 
£411,400,000 respectively. Of the principal items cotton 
manufactures were by far the chief, amounting in value to 
£146,000,000 as compared with £118,300,000 in 1916 and 
£127,200,000 in 1913. Iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof were exported to the value of £44,800,000, the 
corresponding figure for 1913 being £54,000,000; wool 
manufactures to the value of £56,700,000 as against 
£37 ,700,000; chemicals, drugs and dyes £23,700,000 as 
against £22,000,000. Other large items under this head 
ing were machinery £19,400,000 and apparel £23,700,000. 

RE-EXPORTS. 

Of the total figure, foodstuffs accounted for about 
£7,500,000, raw materials £43,200,000 and manufactures 
£18,700,000 in 1917, as compared with £21,100,000, 
£49,100,000 and £27,200,000, respectively, in 1916. 

In connection with these figures it should be remem- 
bered that the average values of most articles have 
increased considerably since the outbreak of war, and that 
an increase in the total value of the trade im any parti- 
cular class of goods does not of necessity mean that the 
volume of the trade in those goods has increased. 


AUSTRALIA. 


FORMATION OF COPPER PRODUCERS’ 
ASSOCIATION. 

(From H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 
MELBOURNE. 
It is announced in the Press of 15th November that 
the Federal Ministry have made arrangements for 
the formation of a Copper Producers’ Association, which 
will have entire control of the shipping and _ selling 
arrangements for all the principal producers of copper on 
the same lines as that adopted by the Zinc Producers’ 
Association. At present the bulk of the copper produced 
in Australia is sold direct to the Imperial Government, 
and it is stated that it is probable that this policy could be 
further extended by the new Association. The Australian 
production of copper amounts to approximately 40,000 tons 

a@ year, and the whole of it is refined in Australia. 
[he membership of the new Association will be confined 
to producing or treating companies. The new body will 
be controlled by a board of directors in Melbourne, on 
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which the Commonwealth Government will be repre- 
sented. The Association will have power to enter into 
contracts for the sale of all descriptions of copper ores, 
mattes, unrefined and refined copper. After satisfying 
Australian requirements, as much copper as possible will 
be sold to consumers in the United Kingdom, the entire 
proceeds of the sales being returned to producers less 
administration and realisation costs. Equal treatment 
will be granted to all producers irrespective of tonnage. 
The representation of the Government on the board will 
protect small interests. 

Eight companies have already agreed to sell their 
copper through the Association, the capital of which is 
£50,000, in £1 shares, of which £10,000 will be issued at 
present. Each producing company which holds 500 shares, 
or any two or more producers holding not less than 500 
shares, will have the right to nominate one director. 

At the present time copper produced in the Common- 
wealth is refined mainly by the works of three of the eight 
companies referred to above, namely, the Electrolytic 
tefining and Smelting Company, the Wallaroo and Moonta 
Company, aud the Mount Elliott Company. 

It is not intended that the Association should interfere 
in any way with existing arrangements for the purchase of 
ores and mattes, but it will insist that the refined copper 
will reach the market only through the Association. 

| NVote.—The Zine Producers’ Association, to whieh 
reference is made above, was formed early in 1916. The 
Association has a nominal capital of £100,000, the shares 
being divided between the Australian mining and treat- 
ment companies interested in the production of concen- 
trates. This concern was formed to control the entire 
output of concentrates in the Commonwealth, estimated at 
from 400,000 to 450,000 tons a year, and also the marketing 
of the concentrates. ] 





MANUFACTURE OF ELECTRIC MOTORS. 


A firm of engineers at Victoria, which has for some 
years specialised in the manufacture of pumping p!ants, 
have completed arrangements to manufacture electric 
motors up to 50 horse-power, on the A.E.G. models. 





CANADA. 
BUSINESS CONDITIONS IN ONTARIO. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Toronto writes 
that during November the campaign in Canada to raise 
a War Loan of 300,000,000 dols. caused a slight disturb- 
ance of business in some lines, but the ultimate effect of 
this large financial transaction naturally will be to stimu- 
late business in many ways. 

The latest returns of the chartered banks, those for 
the month of October, show them to be in a strong 
position. The savings deposits at the end of that month 
amounted to 985,000,000 dols. Current loans in Canada 
stood in October ai the highest total of the year, namely, 
383,000,000 dols. This last-named account reflects the 
general business activities, including the financing of the 
crop movement and the large volume of war orders. 

The preliminary crop returns issued by the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture show that the wheat, grain, 
root and fodder crops are substantial in yield. Nearly 
every crop is considerably larger than that of 1916, and 
this is especially the case with potatoes and barley. 

Money seems very plentiful throughout the Province, as 
indicated by the growing bank deposits and by general 
trade reports, but wholesale and retail traders were 
looking for a slight reaction in business conditions after 
Christmas. Wholesale traders anticipate good business 
in the coming spring. Conditions generally throughout 
the Province are satisfactory and business is active except 
in a few odd lines. 











DENMARK. 


FREDERICIA TRADE FAIR. 


The british Vice-Consul at Fredericia reports that the 
Organising Committee of the Danish Trade Fair, which 
is held each August, intend :o hold a Spring Exhibition 
in that town, trom 20th to 28th April next. In this 
connection the British Vice-Consul has forwarded a trans- 
lation ot the by-laws of the Fair, together with a trans- 
lation of a circular sent to prospective exhibitors, from 
which it appears that more than half of the previous 
exhibitors at the annual Fair support the proposal to 
hold the Fair half-yearly. 

According to the by-laws the Fair is confined to Danish 
manufactures and products. 

The above-mentioned translations, together with a 
catalogue (in Danish) of the Fair held last August, may

NORWAY. 


BUTTER SUBSTITUTE FROM FISI! OILS. 


The attention of the Board of Trade has been directed 
to a report appearing in a Norwegian paper to the effect 
that a process has been discovered in Norway by which 
a butter substitute can be manufactured exclusively from 
Norwegian fish oils. According to this report a Com. 
mittee of the Norwegian Provisions Department has 
succeeded in manufacturing a butter substitute from fish 
oils, which is as good as any of the best kinds of margarine 
hitherto placed on the market in Norway. The production 
of the substitute will, it is stated, be undertaken by a 
refinery which alone can produce sufficient to cover the 
requirements of the country. 

he Provisions Director will purchase the fish oils 
required. In addition to whale oil, all kinds of fish oils 
will be used, and particularly oil from herrings. 

It was anticipated that the new butter substitute would 
be placed on the market about the beginning of December. 
It will probably be dearer than ordinary margarine. 











JAPAN. 





THE CONSULAR DISTRICT OF 
YOKOHAMA —1. 
(From H.M. Consul-General.) 
YOKOHAMA. 

This Consular district falls naturally into two divisions : 

(i.) Yokohama City and neighbourhood. 

(u.) ‘he Prefectures of Kanagawa, Miyagi, Yama- 
gata, Fukushima, Niigata, ‘Tochigi, Ibaraki, 
Gumma, Saitama, Chiba, Nagano, Yamanashi, 
Shidzuoka and Gifu. 

Of these, the industries and commerce in and around 
Yokohama itself are the most important to British trade 
generally. 

The key industry of Yokohama itself is shipping. Every 
business house in the city looks out towards the sea. As 
regards the quantity of shipping passing through the port, 
it comes second to Kobe, although Yokohama is still 
ahead by a narrow margin in the total value of imports 
wid exports. In population, of course, Yokohama is the 
first port in the country. 

In the prefectures, however, silk is the outstanding pro- 
duct. The silk weaving industry is well developed in 
Gumma, Tochigi, lFukushima, Yamagata, Saitama, 
Niigata, Yamanashi and Gifu. Cotton weaving, the great 
industry of Osaka, is progressing in Kanagawa, Shidzuoka 
and Gifu. 

Shipbuilding and ironworks constitute industries which 
are certain to develop and call for a large import 
trade. -aper and paper goods are an important product 
of Shidzuoka and Gifu; and among the lesser industries, 
hemp braid, lacquer, porcelain, toys, bamboo wares, 
matches, hats and caps, boots and shoes, musical instru- 
ments and cotton lace, must not be overlooked. There 
is plenty of timber, and the mineral wealth comprises 
coal, copper, petroleum, silver, gold, lead and tungsten. 

ut above all, the Consular district may be called 

agricultural—it should be explained that Tokio, which i: 
an industrial centre, is not ineluded in the Yokohama 
Consular district. Tea is the most important crop for 
export.

The maximum available depth of water in Yokohama 
harbour L.W.O.S.T. is 35 feet at the pier and 33 feet at 
the quay. ‘The latter depth wiil shortly be increased to 35 
feet. Accommodation is provided for vessels of the Min- 
nesota type (length 622 feet, draft 35 feet, beam 73-5 feet). 
Twelve miles from the port is the important Naval base 
Yokosuki, with an Admiralty shipyard, Naval Arsenal, 
Engineering College, and other Admiralty institutions. 

Much of the business of Yokohama is therefore imme- 
diately connected with shipping, ship brokerage, ships’ 
stores, freight, forwarding, and building and repairing of 


ships. 
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COMMERCE OF THE PORT. 

Yokohama is the port of Tokio, which is 18 miles away, 
and connected by rail, by two electric tramways and 
by sea.

watches and parts, meters, motor vehicles, bicycles, and 
locomotives. 


Other exports are rice, beer, sulphur, and boots and 
‘hoes. Of less importance are seaweed, dried cuttlefish, 
wwabi (shellfish), scallops, béche de mer, ginger, mush- 
1voms, kanten (or agar agar, a kind of ge latine), SOY 
sauce), preserved comestibles, shooks, lumber, ginseng (a 
medicinal root), lily bulbs, snake gourd (loofah), furs aad 
skins, menthol crystal, iodo and iodo potash, fish oil and 
whale oil, wood chip braids, cigarettes, ivory manufac- 
tures, prepared medicines, cotton undershirts, books and 
magazines, porcelain and earthenware, bronze ware, 
antimony, clocks, scientific articles, jinrickshas, bamboo 
baskets, umbrellas and parasols, lacquer ware, screens, 
fans, and tissues imported in order to be embroidered. 


These lists give a very fair idea of the commerce of the 
port of Yokohama, and of the subjects which interest the 
numerous import and export firms, both Japanese and 
foreign, 


lt is easy to observe that first and foremost comes the 
silk trade. This trade is the life of Yokohama, and gives 
it a unique place in the commercial geography of the 
world. It is no wonder that in the country districts the 
silkworm bears the title of O Kaiko Sama, His Honour 
Prince Silkworm. 


Next in importance comes the import trade in iron and 
-teel. The growing industries of Japan, and especially 
the shipbuilding industry, are the source of a constant 
demand, which the Japanese works are as yet unable to 
supply. 

These lists apply only to the foreign trade and to the 
port of Yokohama. The home market is very differently 
composed. Such articles as rice, fertilizers, fish, saké, 
soy, mineral waters, lacquer ware, paper, timber, matting, 
porcelain, etc., would stand in a very different position 
were the principal commodities comprised in the total trade 
of the port to be enumerated in order of importance.

exports. 
MANUFACTURES. 

Although Yokohama is not primarily an industrial city 
like Osaka, ‘Tokio and Kyoto, yet convenient communica- 
tious by sea and rail have favoured its development as a 
kind of industrial outpost to Tokio. New factories are 
continually being built in the suburbs (Hodogaya, Kaiia- 
gawa), and along the railway line towards Tokio (Tsu- 
rumi, Kawasaki). Among the larger factories and work- 
of Yokohama and its surrounding district may be men- 
tioned those engaged in shipbuilding, iron foundries ana 
engineering works, knitting, spinning, sugar refining, 
brewing; and in manufacturing electric lamp bulbs, 
wooden tubes and pipes, gramophones, glass, chemicals, 
explosives, cement, fertilisers, oil, hemp rope, salt, flour, 
tea and rubber chests, and pianos. 

Besides these industries, all of a considerable size, the 
following industries also flourish in Yokohama :— 

Hemp Braid.—Total output, Kanagawa Prefecture, 
1915, £271,704. 

Cotton lace, called Battenberg or Renaissance.— 
Total output, Kanagawa Prefecture, 1915, 
£210,207. 

Hats and Caps.—Total output, Kanagawa Prefec- 
ture, 1915, £66,15 

Lacquer ware, especially of a kind called Shibayama, 
in which patterns in shell work and mother-of- 
pearl are encrusted on a lacquer background.

Boots mr Shoes. —A considerable industry has sprung 
up as a result of the demand from Russia. 

Needlework embroidery is also a flourishing industry. 

Two other ports in the Consular district of Yokohama 
are :— 

SHIMIDZU.—Population, about 7,000. This town is 
the port of Shidzuoka. Important trans-Pacifie steamers 
call here on account of the tea trade. Green tea for 
America used to be the second most important export of 
Yokohama, but of recent years the trade has removed to 
Shimidzu, which is in the centre of the Shidzuoka tea 
district. 

Exports, 1916, £882,819, of which £840,010 was green 
tea. 

Imports, 1916, £92,634, of which £61,423 was oil cake. 

Shimidzu has a marine supply company and a cement 
works. 

NIIGATA.—-Population, about 64,000. Niigata was 
one of the early Treaty ports, opened to foreign trade in 

39; but, the harbour being shallow and exposed, and the 

Meter ie. entirely agricultural, the port rever realised 
expectations. There is, however, a certain amount of 
trade with Vladivostock. Steamers of the Osaka Shosen 
Kaisha coming from the Hokkaido call here on their way 
to the Russian port. 

Exports, 1916, £185,742, of which £146,308 was mineral 
oil, and £27,494 was salt.

PARAGUAY. 
NEW BUDGET LAW. 


H.M. Charge d’Affaires at Asuncion reports that the 
Paraguayan Budget Law for the vear iti7-18 was pro- 
mulgated on 29th September, and covers the period up to 
S0th June, 1918. 

The total estimated receipts amounted to £523,311 and 
the total estimated expenditure to £577,182, The figures 
have been drawn up with evident regard to economy, but 
the smallness of the amounts in comparison with pre-war 
vears (about 50 per cent. only) is due mainly to the fall in 
the sterling value of the currency.

he Government is authorised to issue consolidated 


bonds (provided for in the law of Ist February, 1915) in 
payment of sums owing by the State in previous fiscal 
years, where the creditors agree to accept these instru- 
ments at par. The right to claim against the State in 
respect of past disturbances lapses after 30th June, 1918. 

Some departure is made from the ad valorem system of 
tariff hased upon customs valuations, and specific duties 
are introduced in respect of a number of articles. The 
list will, it is understood, be extended in future Budget 
Laws. 

Some modification is made in the consumption tax on 
certain imported articles. 
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The discrimination between native and foreign trade 
marks inserted in the Budget Law of 1915 has _ been 
dropped. 

The new Budget Law amends the Stamp Tax Law of 
November, 1906. 

Provision is made for missions to Europe, the United 
States, Brazil, Chile, Peru and Bolivia. Paraguay has at 
present only one Minister abroad, namely, in Argentina, 
a state of affairs which is considered to be undesirable at a 
time when international questions are likely to assume 
unprecedented importance.

PORTUGAL. 


WITHDRAWAL OF SILVER COINS. 


The periods fixed for the withdrawal from circulation 
of the silver coins of D. Carlos I. and D. Manuel II., viz. : 
30th November, 1917, and 31st December, 1917, respec- 
tively, have now been extended by a Decree, dated 19th 
December, until 3lst March next, as regards Portugal 
itself, and until 30th June as regards the adjacent islands. 
After the dates mentioned such coins will be received into 
the State coffers, in payment of contributions, up to 30th 
June as regards Portugal and 30th September as regards 
the islands. 

The silver coins of the previous reigns, already with- 
drawn from circulation, will be received by the State 
during the first half of 1918. 


PORTUGUESE WEST AFRICA. 


COAL AND PETROLEUM. 


The Acting British Consul-General at Loanda, Angola, 
reports that coal deposits are now being developed at 
Zenza do Itombe, situated 82 miles from Loanda in lati- 
tude 9 deg. 3 min. and longitude 18 deg. 2 min. Whilst 
probab'y unsuitable for bunkering, the coal, which is 
highly bituminous, answers the needs of the railway, and 
will be utilised by the Government as soon as the difficul- 
ties of transport are overcome, the mines being distant 
some 8 miles from the station of Zenza. 

The mines were formerly in the hands of a Bremen 
syndicate, formed to exploit minerals, such as copper and 
iron, in the Golungo district, but the copper ore was found 
to be of a low percentage and, owing to transport difli- 
culties, hardly worth exploiting. Should, however, the 
coal mines prove successful, the copper mine might become 
more lucrative. The present proprietors of the mines are 
a Portuguese firm. 

Three shafts have been driven to a depth of about 50 ft., 
a seam 4 ft. thick having been discovered at a depth of 
29 ft. Work on the mine, however, has always been of 
a most primitive character. 

In several parts of this region there are distinct out- 
crops, and in the opmion of an American geologist who 
inspected the ground in 1915, this area was formerly 
an oil-field. As above suggested, the coal as at present 
mined is not entirely suitable for steam purposes, 
although about 15 tons per month are extracted for use 
of the Ambaca Railway Company, after being mixed 
with Cardiff coal. 

PETROLEUM DEPOSITS. 

A company, formed with American, Belgian and Portu- 
guese capital, has been working petroleum in Angola 
since 1913. Over 400 tons of valuable drilling machinery 
have been imported from America. and bores to the depth 
of one mile have been made in the Alto Dande district 
near Loanda, and also at Ambrizette. The bulk of the 
casing used is 81 in., but several bores have also been 
made with 15 in. casing. 

The Acting Consul-Genera! adds that as far as he can 
gather there is ‘every indication of the existence of 
petroleum, but a spout has not yet been discovered.

SPAIN. 


ORANGE SHIPMENTS FROM VALENCIA. 

A Royal Order, published in the Madrid Official Gazette 
of 1st December, provides for the establishment of a 
Committee in Valencia to allot space on board the vessels 
shipping oranges from that Province, according to the 
export needs of the various towns. This Committee, 
which will be presided over by the Civil Governor, will 
eonsist of eleven delegates, one from each of the towns 
eoncerned, viz. : Castellon, Burriana, Villareal, Almazora, 
Algemesi, Onda, Alcira, Carcagente, Gandia, Cullera and 
Valencia. 
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PROJECTED NEW RAILWAYS. 

According to the Madrid Official Gazette of ILlth 
December, the Spanish Department of Public Works is 
calling for plans up to 12th June next, for the construction 
of a secondary railway, steam or electric traction, from 
Munguia to Bermeo and Pedernales. ‘The line will be of 
metre gauge. 

Plans will also be received, up to the same date, for a 
secondary railway from Ofate to San Prudencio, follow- 
ing the course of the river Ofiate. Electric traction will 
be employed on this line. 

The Department of Public Works is also offering a con- 
cession, under conditions published in the ‘‘ Gaceta de 
Madrid ’’ of 22nd December, for the construction and 
working of a secondary railway from Lécera to Hijar. The 
capital fixed for the undertaking is 2,542,753 pesetas, on 
which the State will guarantee interest up to 9 per cent. 
per annum. The minimum rolling stock required for the 
opening of the line is four locomotives, six passenger 
coaches, three brake vans, and 1387 wagons. An option on 
the concession is held by the ‘‘ Sociedad Minas y Ferro- 
carril de Utrillas.’”’ 








SWEDEN. 


PIG-IRON SMELTING WORKS AT PORJUS. 
(From H.M. Minister.) 





STOCKHOLM. 

The pig iron industry has been in existence for many 
centuries in Sweden, but electric smelting only dates 
from the year 1908. ‘The natural resources of Sweden, 
combined with the talent of its metallurgists and elec- 
trical engineers, enables it to produce iron of a superior 
quality at a comparatively low price, for one finds in 
Sweden every condition required—ore of good quality, 
cheap hydro-electric power, native electric plant of an 
efficient kind, and an abundance of charcoal. 

Nearly ali the blast furnaces are grouped about the lower 
middle part of Sweden, nearest to the old iron-ore mines. 
In the course of time richer deposits were found in the 
extreme north above the Arctic circle, and in this part of 
the country are to be found immense forests where char- 
coal is extensively produced. ILron-ore and charcoal had 
to be carried by rail from this region to the furnaces 
situated towards the centre of the country, a distance of 
from 400 to 500 miles. The great demand for iron in the 
belligerent countries gave rise to speculation as to the 
best position for smelting works, and it has been decided 
that they should be erected in the extreme north, where 
the best iron-ore and charcoal are available. At first 
much opposition was encountered, as 1t was obvious that 
works with the best raw materials at hand would be in 
a vastly superior position to those that are situated at 
the end of a long and costly journey. 

The best quality of iron-ore is mined in Lapland, and 
the State has built a railway from the mines to the Gulf 
of Bothnia, and one to the North Sea. The latter railway 
has in recent years been electrified, and for this purpose 
power from the waterfalls at Porjus was utilised. 

The power station had a capacity of 4,000 kw., which 
could be increased by 10,000 kw., over and above re- 
quirements, and the originator of the new smelt- 
ing works at Porjus contracted for all the surplus 
electricity, thus obtaining the advantages of the cheapest 
electric power in Sweden, and also a_ well-equipped 
electric mineral railway to haul his products to an ice-free 
port. 

In a remarkably short time the first electric smelting 
works were erected at Porjus. Three furnaces were 
erected, with a weekly capacity of 150, 70 and 65 tons, 
respectively; the most up-to-date electric appliances were 
introduced, and it is calculated that the works will produce 
from 7,000 to 10,000 tons of pig iron a year. With exten- 
sions that are in course of construction it is estimated that 
the output in 1918 will be increased by 10,000 tons. 

The total production of pig iron in Sweden in 1913 
amounted to 730,000 tons, of which about 32.000 tons were 
produced in electric furnaces. 

A booklet (in English) on the electrical mineral railway 
referred to above, which contains a map showing the 
location of the works and ports of shipment, has been 
forwarded by H.M. Minister, and it may be consulted by 
British firms interested in the Enquiry Office of the 
Department of Overseas Trade (Development and Intelli- 
gence).

PAPER RESTRICTIONS (POSTERS AND 
CIRCULARS) ORDER, 1918. 

The Board of Trade, deeming it expedient to make 
further exercise of the powers vested in them by Regula- 
tions 2F, 2G and 2ys of the Defence of the Realm Regula 
tions as respects paper, have made an Order dated 15th 
January, 1918, as follows: 

POSTERS. 

1. (a) In this Order the expression 
sheet or sheets made wholly or partly of paper, cardboard 
or other similar material containing any advertisement, 
announcement, or intimation, whether in words, pictorial! 
form, or otherwise, printed, written or depicted which 
is exhibited or intended to be exhibited. 

(6) Any combination of posters relating to the same 
subject matter or business shall be deemed to be one 
poster. 

(c) In the case of posters relating to the advertisement 
of or contents in any newspaper or periodical, the expres- 
sion ‘* poster ’’ includes posters made of any material what- 
ever. 

2. Subject to the provisions of paragraph 7 hereof, no 
person shall make or exhibit or cause or permit to be made 
or exhibited any poster the superticial measurements ot 
whihe exceed 2,400 square inches. 

3. Subject to the provisions of paragraph 7 hereof, no 
person shall exhibit or cause or permit to be exhibited any 
poster containing any advertisement, announcement, or 
intimation with respect to goods offered for sale by a 
retailer except at the premises where such goods are 
offered for sale. 

4. Subject to the provisions of paragraph 7 hereof, no 
person shall exhibit or affix or cause or permit to be 
exhibited or affixed on any one wall, hoarding, or place a 
number of posters relating to the same subject matter or 
business which in the aggregate exceed a superficial area 
of 2.400 square inches, except at the place of business of 
the person advertising, in which case no one poster xo 
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exhibited or affixed shall exceed the superficial area afore. 
said. 

0. No person shall exhibit or cause or permit to be 
exhibited any poster relating to the advertisement of or 
contents in any newspaper or periodical except at the 
premises where the newspaper or periodical is published. 

6. No person shall make or exhibit or cause or permit 
to be made or exhibited any poster containing any ad. 
vertisement, announcement, or intimation with respect 
to the business of a moneylender, bookmaker, or commis- 
sion agent for the making or placing of bets and wager, 
or tipster or with with respect to any competition in- 
volving guessing or any test of skill, whether in connection 
with a game or sport or otherwise. 

7. Subject to the prohibitions contained in paragraphs 
9 and 6 hereof, this Order shall not apply to posters 
the printing of which nad been actually commenced on 
or before 2nd March, 1917, and which were actually in 
stock with a printer, billposter, or advertiser on or before 
22nd October, 1917. 

ADVERTISING CIRCULARS. 

6. tn this Order the expression * advertising circulars ” 
includes advertisements of any description (other than 
posters), issued yratuitously and printed or written ou 
paper, cardboard, or other similar material; tradesmen’: 
catalogues and price lists; advertising sheets or pericdi- 
cals in the form of a newspaper or magazine, whether 
reyvistered aS a hewspaper or not, which are distributed 
yratuitously and of which advertising is the main and 
not mere.y an ancillary purpose, diaries, almanacks and 
caleudars issued gratuitously and containing advertising 
mratter, but does not include annual reports of companies 
or societies if issued only to members of such companies 
or societies nor circulars requesting verification of in- 
formation for books of reference and containing no adver- 
tising matter other than that relating to books of reference 
published by the same person nor to auctioneers’ cata- 
logues relating to a bona fide auction nor to particulars 
relating to land or houses which are offered for letting 
or sale. 

9. No person shall issue or despatch, whether on 
response to a request in writing or otherwise, any adver- 
tising circulars, either by post, by hand, in the form of 
iuset or othervise, save as is hereinafter expressly 
authorised. 

10. Advertising circulars may until 3lst January, 1919, 
be issued and despatched within the United Kingdom 
tor, by and on behaif of all persons, other than those men- 
tioned in paragraph 17 hereof, provided that the total 
weight of paper used for such advertising circulars (in- 
cluding the envelopes, packing, or wrappers) shall not 
exceed one-third of that used by the person by or on 
whose behalf the same were issued or despatched within 
the United Kingdom between Ist February, 1916, and 
dist January, 1917. 

{1. In the case of advertising circulars relating to seeds 
and plants for the growing of foodstuffs one half of the 
total weight of paper used by the person by or on whose 
behalf the same were issued and despatched between Ist 
i‘ebruary, 1914, and 3lst January, 1915, shall be substi- 
tuted for the total weight of paper permitted to be used 
by paragraph 10; provided that in the case of advertising 
circulars relating both to seeds or plants for foodstuff: 
and other seeds, plants or goods the part relating to such 
other seeds, plants or goods must not exceed one-third of 
the total weight calculated as in paragraph 10. 

12, A manufacturer, merchant, dealer or agent for sale 
may issue and despatch until 3lst January, 1919, trade 
-atalogues and price lists relating to goods made or dealt 
in by him to any person who sells or, for the purpose oi 
his trade or business uses, the goods referred to in such 
catalogues or lists without reckoning the weight thereo! 
in the weight of paper which he is permitted to use under 
paragraph 10 of this Order; provided that in calculating 
the weight of paper which he may send to other persons 
under paragraph 10 of this Order, there shall be excluded 
the weight sent by him to the aforesaid classes of persons 
between Ist February, 1916, and 3lst January, 1917. 

13. Nothing in this Order applies to any prospectus or 
application form issued by a company or association bona 
fide carrying on the business of insurance and despatched 
by them in response to a request in writing, nor to any 
annual report or statement of accounts or balance-sheet 
sisued by such company or association to persons insured 
by them. 

14. Nothing in this Order applies to circulars relating 
to the purchase, sale, or dealing in, or to price lists ol 
any stocks, shares, debentures, bonds or securities of 4 
like nature, issued or despatched by a member of a stock 
exchange in the United Kingdom. 

15. Advertising circulars and price lists of the class 
mentioned in the last paragraph may be issued or distri- 
buted by any other person, provided that the total weight 
of paper used for such circulars issued or distributed up 
to 8lst January, 1919, does not exceed that allowed in 
paragraph 10 of this Order. 

16. Nothing in this Order affects the use by a retailer 
of an advertising circular printed before 22nd October, 
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1917, as a wrapper for an article or articles purchased ai 
his place of business provided no other form of wrapping 
paper is used on the article or articles so purchased. 

17. No advertising circular shall be made, printed, 
issued, despatched or exhibited for, by or on behalf of any 
registered moneylender, bookmaker, commission agent, 
for the making or placing of any bets or wagers, or tipster, 
or by the promoters of or persons interested in any guess- 
ing competition or test of skill, whether in connection with 
a game sport or otherwise. 

18. Where it appears to the Board of Trade or the 
Royal Commission on Paper that the total weight of paper 
used by or on behalf of any person for advertising cir- 
culars issued or despatched by him between lst February, 
1916, and dlst January, 1917, or in the case of those cir- 
culars mentioned in paragraph 11 between Ist February, 
1914, and 8lst January, 1915, was unreasonable or ex- 
cessive, having regard to the nature and importance of 
the business or matter referred to in such circulars and 
all the circumstances of .the case, the Board or Royal 
Commission on Paper may by notice in writing directed 
to such person, prescribe the total weight of paper that 
may be used by such persons for advertising circulars 
issued or despatched between the dates mentioned in para- 
graphs 10 and 11 of this Order, and such weight may be 
less than that permitted by those paragraphs, and shail 
be the total weight which such person is hereby permitted 
to use for the purpose aforesaid. 

19. All persons who make, print, issue, despatch, distvi- 
bute or publish advertising circulars shall, if and when 
required by the Royal Commission on Paper on behalf of 
the Board of Trade, make returns to the said Commission 
in such form and giving such particulars as they may 
direct as to the making, printing, issuing, despatch, dis- 
tribution or publeation of advertising circulars. 

GENERAL. 

20. Nothing in this Order applies to posters or adver- 
tising circulars despatched or to be despatched by persons 
(other than those mentioned in paragraph 17) to persons 
abroad. 

Zi. ‘the Paper Restriction (Posters and Circulars) Con- 
solidation Order, 1917, and the General Licences granted 
thereunder are hereby revoked without prejudice to any 
act or thing done or suffered or to any penalty incurred 
or prosecution or proceeding which has been or may be 
instituted thereunder. 

22, ‘The Royal Commission on Paper on behalf of the 
Board of Trade may in such cases as they think fit, and 
either particularly as respects any person or thing or 
generally as respects any class of persons or things issue 
Licences dispensing with the application of this Order 
to any person or thing or any class of persons or things. 

23. Where the fulfilment by any person of any con- 
tract is interfered with by the necessity on the part of 
himself or any other person of complying with any pro- 
vision of this Order, that necessity shall be a good defence 
to any action or proceeding taken against that person 
in respect of the non-fulfilment of the contract so far as it 
is due to that interference. 

24. Infringements of this Order are summary offences 
under the Defence of the Realm Regulations. 

25. This Order may be cited as the Paper Restriction 
(Posters and Circulars) Order, 1918, and shall take effect 
on Ist February, 1918.

NEW DECISION AS TO MARKING OF 
FLANNEL. 

The Board ot Trade have received from H.M. Trade 
Commissioner in the Commonwealth of Australia, copy 
of a decision recently given by the Commonwealth De- 
partment of Trade and Customs in connection with the 
administration of the ‘‘ Commerce Act, 1905,’’ and the 
Regulations issued thereunder. The decision, which is 
to operate on and after the Ist March, 1918, cancels the 
decision previously specified in G.O. 1522 (b) 18 relating 
to the “‘true description’’ required by the above-men- 
tioned Act to be applied to fiannel before importation is 
allowed, and is as follows :— 

““G.O. 1522 (b) 18. ‘Flannel.’ The word ‘ Flannel’ 
will not be accepted as in itself a sufficient trade descrip- 
tion for piece goods or articles of apparel. The name of 
the principal fibre or fibres, e.g., ‘ Wool,’ ‘Wool and 
Cotton,’ or ‘ Cotton and Wool,’ as the case requires, must 
be used in addition to or in Lieu of the word ‘ Flannel.’ 
This Order will operate on and from the Ist March, 1918.” 











AMENDED BASIS OF VALUATION OF 
GOODS. 


The Board of Trade have been informed by H.M. Trade 
Commissioner in Australia, that the Commonwealth Cus- 
toms Department have recently modified the basis of 
valuation for duty on goods imported into Australia. 
The Customs Department have decided that the basis for 
duty shall be the home consumption value of the im- 
ported goods at the date of the Invoice relating to such 
goods. The basis was formerly established on the home 
consumption value of imported goods at the date of their 
export to Australia. The new basis of valuation is to 
remain in operation during the period of the war, and for 
six months afterwards.

RESTRICTIONS ON IMPORTATION OF 
FIRE ARMS. 

The Board of ‘Trade have received from the Office of 
H.M. Trade Commissioner in the Dominion of Canada, 
copy of Customs Memorandum No. 2145B, dated 
30th November,’ 1917, revising the instructions _re- 
cently issued to Collectors of Customs in Customs 
Memorandum No. 21386B on the importation of fire- 
arms into Canada. It is stated in the _ present 
Memorandum that under Sec. 127 of the Customs 
Act, permission from the Department of Customs is re- 
quired for the importation of firearms. Under Sec. 118 
of the Criminal Code offensive weapons as_ therein 
described may not be purchased without a permit from 
the Chief of Police or other responsible officers therein 
named, while under the War Measures Act alien enemies 
are not allowed to have firearms. Collectors of Customs 
are therefore instructed not to deliver firearms to any 
importer other than a recognised dealer without the 
approval of the local police authorities; and not to deliver 
offensive weapons, as described in Sec. 118 of the Criminal 
Code, to any importer other than a recognised dealer, 
without a permit in form prescribed from the Chief of 
Police or other proper officer named in the Section. 
Provided that firearms sent out for repairs and returned 
may be delivered when the Customs Officer is satisfied as 
to the standing of the importer. 

The offensive weapons referred to above are described 
in See. 118 of the Criminal Code as follows :—Pistol, 
sheath knife, bowie knife, dagger, stiletto, metal knuckles, 
skull cracker or other offensive weapon that may be con- 
cealed upon the person, or any air gun or any device or 
contrivance for muffling or stopping the sound of the 
report of any fire arm. 

Memorandum No. 2136B is cancelled. 


IMPORTATION AND SALE OF OLEKEO- 
MARGARINE. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of Customs 
Memorandum No. 21418, dated 2lst November, 1917, 
containing additional Regulations which have been issued 
by the Food Controller for Canada respecting the impor- 
tation, manufacture, and sale of oleomargarine. 
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The full text of the original Regulations contained in 
Customs Memorandum No. 21328 was published in the 
‘* Board of Trade Journal ”’ of the 29th November, 1917, 
It is provided therein that on and after the lst November, 
1917, no Customs Duty or War Tax shall be levied on 
oleomargarine imported into the Dominion in conformity 
with the conditions specified in such Regulations, 

As regards the importation of oleomargarine, the 
present Regulations state that no substance intended for 
the colouring of oleomargarine shall be imported into 
Canada in packages containing oleomargarine. 

Oleomargarine imported into Canada shall be accom- 
panied by the export certificate of inspection of the 
country of production, and every importer shall, at the 
time that the importation is made, produce to the Collector 
of Customs such importer’s licence, and deliver to the 
Collector the certificate of inspection of the country of 
origin. Import licences will be issued in duplicate, one 
copy to be deposited with the Customs when the first 
entry is made. 

The present Regulations also provide that no oleomar- 
garine shall be sold in Canada unless 

(a) the original package is marked and labelled as 
required by these regulations. 

(6) each smalt package is wrapped separately, and on 
the label or wrapper the word ‘‘ Oleomargarine ”’ is printed 
or marked so as to form the most conspicuous word on the 
label or wrapper. 

(c) labels, wrappers and packages all bear the official 
inspection mark of the country of origin, together with 
the name and address of the manufacturer.

CHILE. 





GOODS TRANSHIPPED EN ROUTE TO 
CHILE. 


The attention of shippers of goods from the United 
Kingdom to Chile is called to the fact that the Chilean 
regulations require that, when goods destined for Chile 
are transhipped en route to the Republic, the Chilean Cus- 
toms, on the arrival of the goods at the port of destination, 
shall be furnished with a certificate issued by the Chilean 
Consul at the port of transhipment, attesting the operation 
of transhipment and the necessity therefor. A fine is im- 
posed if this certificate is not forthcoming in such cases; 
and firms who ship goods to Chile should, therefore, take 
steps to secure that their agent at the port of transhipment 
a — and forward the certificate to the consignees 
in Chile. 


FRANCE. 


EXPORT PROHIBITIONS. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of a copy of a French Presidential Decree, dated 
the 28th December last, which prohibits, as from 
the 38lst December, the exportation and re-exportation 
from I'rance of the scales of the ablet (ablette) or other 
fish, and of the essence called ‘‘ Orient’’ extracted from 
these scales. 

A French Ministerial Decr2e, dated the 26th December 
last, and published in the “ Journal Officiel’’ of the 27th 
December, abrogates the provisions of the Decree of the 
lth December, 1915, by which hair (oils) and horsehair 
(crin) wer2 allowed to be exported and re-exported from 
France, without special authorisation, when destined for 
the United Kingjom and certain other countries. 

A further Decree, dated the 29th December and pub- 
lished in the “ Journal Officiel ’’ for the 30th December, 
abrogates the provisions of the Decree of the 28th October. 
1916, by which rabbit skins (unworked, in the fur) were 
allowed to be exported and re-exported from France, 
without special authorisation, when destined for the 
United Kingdom and certain other countries.

BONDED WAREHOUSE REGIME. 

he Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of copy of a French law, dated the 29th December, 
1917, relative to the regime of bonded warehouses 
(entrepot récl, entrepot fictife, entr pot special) in France. 

The law lays down the conditions under which ware- 
houses for the storage of imported goods may be estab- 
lished by Decree ; specifies the periods for which goods may 
be stored pending their withdrawal for consumption in 
France or their re-exportation from the country; 
enumerates the operations (mixing, repacking, etc.) which 
may be effected in ‘‘ entrepot réel’’ and ‘‘ entrepot 
spécial ’’; prescribes the procedure in regard to shipments 
from one warehouse to another, and re-exportation of goods 
from warehouse to a foreign country or to « French 
Colony ; enumerates the goods which may not be admitted 
to warehouse ; ana contains various other provisions uf a 
general character bearing on the subject.

FRANCE (New Caledonia). 





EXPORT DUTY ON ORES. 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for the 29th December, 
1917 contains a Presidential Decree, dated the 23rd Decem- 
ber, in virtue of which a tax is to be levied, on export 
from New Caledonia and its Dependencies, of 3 per cent. 
ad valorem on locally produced ores, and 4 per cent. ad 
valorem on the products of the treatment of such ores. 

The tax is to be collected by the Customs at the port 
of export. The values which are to serve as base for 
the assessment of the ad valorem duty are to be fixed under 
the conditions laid down in Art. 7 of the “‘ délibération ”’ 
of the 24th April, 1913, approved by the Decree of the 
3rd September, 1913. 


ITALY. 


COMPOSITION OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES. 


The *‘ Gazzetta Utticiale “’ for the 14th December, 1917, 
contains a Decree, dated the 11th November, which pro- 
hibits the use, in the manufacture of alcoholic beverages, 
of substances and natural and artificial essences contain- 
ing compounds of the pyridine series, chloroform, prussic 
acid in harmful quantity, nitrose ethers, benzol, ethyl 
chloride, ethyl bromide, salicylic aldehyde, methyl salicy- 
late, substances used for denaturing alcohol, such as, for 
example, methylic alcohol, in a proportion exceeding two 
per cent. of anhydrous alcohol, acetone oil, ete., prohibited 
colouring materials, acids, metals and salts noxious to 
health, or other products recognised as poisonous. 

The use of all other natural or artificial essences not 
covered by the preceding paragraph is permitted in the 
form of a 20 per cent. alcoholic solution, and in a propor- 
tion not exceeding 1 gramme of essence per litre of 
alcoholic beverage. 





NORWAY. 


EXPORT PROHIBITIONS. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of telegraphic information from H.M. Minister 
at Christiania to the effect that the exportation of 
ammunition and explosives of all kinds, and wax of all 
kinds, from Norway, is now prohibited. 

[Note.—This is an extension of export prohibitions 
already in force. ] 





PARAGUAY. 


IMPORT AND EXPORT DUTIES, ETc. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of a copy of the Paraguayan Budget Law for the 
year 1917-18, which was promulgated on the 29th Sep- 
tember last, and covers the period up to June 30th, 1918. 

This Law embodies a consolidated statement of import 
and export duties, the duties as set out in the Law 
being declared to be ‘“‘ the sole Customs duties ’’ leviable 
on imports into and exports from Paraguay. The 
Executive may require the duties to be paid, entirely 
or partly, in gold coin, ov in paper currency at the ex- 
change of the day.

IMPORT DUTIEs. 

As regards import duties, a!l goods other than those 
specially enumerated and duty free goods are subject to 
a duty of 42 rer cent. Gocds specially enumerated (other 
than those on the “ I'ree List’) are subject either to per- 
centage rates :f cuty (ranging from 9 per cent. in the 
case of iron, stee! and copper in sheets, bars and ingots. 
etc., to 89 pee cent. in the case of spirits and playing 
cards), o1: to specific rates of duty in accordance with 
a special schedule The list of articles subject to specific 
rates of duty consists almost exclusively of foodstuffs. 

All dutiable metchanuise is subject to an additional 
duty of 14 per cent. (Article 27 of the Law). 

| NoTE.—In Paraguay, ad 2zalevem Customs duties are 
assessed on the official valuations of merchandise as set 
out in the Valuation Tariff; goods not included in the 
Valuation Tariff are subject to appraisement on the basis 
of the declared value. ] 

EXPORT DUTIES. 

Export duties (specific) are leviable on hides, wood, 
yerba, tobacco, and cattle, in accordance with a schedule 
contained in the Law; and an additional export duty of 
1 per cent. on the value of the goods is also to be collected 
on all goods subject to export duty. 

INTERNAL DUTIES. 

Under this heading the Law contains a schedule of 
consumption duties which are leviable on certain goods 
(in addition to Customs duty) on importation into the 
Republic. The goods subject to these consumption duties 
are: sweets; tobacco; matches; candles; perfumes and 
cosmetics; playing cards; table waters; certain pharma- 
ceutical products; and veterinary specialities. 

WHARFAGE AND WAREHOUSING DUES. 

The Law also specifies the taxes payable in respect 
of wharfage dues for imported and exported goods 
(eslingaje); and the fees payable in respect of storage 
charges for goods deposited in Customs warehouses. 


The text of the Law in Spanish may be consulted by 
persons interested at the Department of Overseas Trade 
(Development and Intelligence). The Department will 
be prepared to furnish information, in reply to written 
applications from British traders, with regard to the 
rates of Customs and consumption outy leviable on any 
particular class or classes of goods in which the applicant 
may be interested. 


PORTUGAL. 


DUTY ON PICKERS FOR LOOMS. 

With reference to the notice at page 50 of last week’s 
issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” respecting a 
Portuguese Decree fixing the Customs duty on leather 
pickers for looms, it is notified that a Supplement to the 
‘* Diario do Governo ’’ for the 24th December, 1917, con- 
tains a corrected copy of the Decree, by which the duty is 
fixed at ten centavos per kilogramme (instead of escudo 
per kilogramme, the rate specified in the Decree as origin- 
ally published). 


RUSSIA—BELGIUM. 


DENUNCIATION OF COMMERCIAL 
TREATY. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of information from H.M. Minister at Havre to 
the effect that the “ Moniteur ’’ announces the denuncia- 
tion by the Russian Provisional Government, on the 
25th October last, of the Treaty of Commerce and Naviga 
tion of 1858 between Russia and Belgium. 

[In accordance with Article 22, the Treaty remains 
operative until one year after denunciation by either Con- 
tracting Party. ]

SWEDEN. 


TEMPORARY SUSPENSION OF CERTAIN 
IMPORT DUTIES. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of telegraphic information from H.M. Minister at 
Stockholm to the effect that the exemption from Customs 
duty already decreed in respect of cereals, pork, butter, 
cheese, lard and potato-drying machines imported into 
Sweden, is to remain in force until the 30th June, 1918. 


UNITED STATES. 


EXPOKT OF GOODS CONTAINING WOOL. 

Lhe Board of Trade are in receipt of a copy of a Notice 
issued by the War ‘Trade board to the etiect that the 
regulations governing the exportation from the United 
States of America of commodities containing wool, which 
Were promulgated on the 10th October last, and under 
which such exportations were allowed only when based 
on orders booked prior to 20th September, 1917, are with- 
drawn, and the foliowing regulations are effective as from 
15th December, 1917. 

1. No licences will be granted by the War Trade Board 
for the exportation of any commodities containing wool 
which, in the judgment of the Board, are necessary or 
desirable for the military or naval uses of the United 
States. 

2. Persons desiring to export commodities containing 
wool shall file with the War Trade Board, Bureau cf 
Exports, an application on the proper form therefor, speci- 
fying in detail the goods for which export licence is re 
quired ; aud, in addition io the information regularly re- 
quired on the application blanks, shall furnish a statement 
signed by the manufacturer of the cleth or yarn of the 
number of pounds of scoured wool contained therein. 

3. ‘The applicant should further state in iis appleation 
whether the goods are already manufactured or yet to be 
manufactured ; if manufactured, licence may be granted 1% 
the usual way, but if the goods are yet to be manufactured, 
licence may be issued for a period not exceeding six 
months. Ali licences will be revocable as usual and sub- 
ject to all the rules ané reeulations of the War Trade 
Board. 

4. In addition to the foregoing, persons wishing to ship 
commodities containing wool to their branches or agencies 
abroad will be required to state the maximum amount 
that they now have and would like to maintain in stock 
at their respective branches or agencies. ‘They will also 
be required to sign the standard agreement covering ship- 
ments to branches or agencies, with any additions or 
special changes that may seem desirable to the War Trade 
Board. 

5. Exporters need no longer procure the certificate 
from the Textile Alliance as to the date of the order, and 
no applicant need any longer communicate with them re- 
garding the filing of applications, but should address ail 
inquiries to the War Trade Board, Bureau of Exports, 
1435 K Street, N.W., Washington, D.C. 

6. The War Trade Board may at any time, if the public 
interest requires, add to or modify these regulations, or 
revoke or modify at any time any consent, permission or 
licence granted or implied thereby: and all persons en- 
tering into agreements or making contracts concerning 
commodities containing wool should make the same sub- 
ject to these or any other regulations of the War Trade 
Board.

UNITED KINGDOM. 
CONVEYANCE OF LETTERS. 

The Marine Department of the Board of Trade have 
issued a notice warning masters, officers, seamen and 
other persons concerned that :— 

Under Regulation 24 of the Defence of the Realm Regu- 
lations, it is an offence to convey, to or from the United 
Kingdom, any letter, written message or memorandum. 
Any person who acts in contravention of this Regulation 
is liable to heavy penalties. 

Attempts made by anyone to induce an officer, seamen, 
or other person on board ship to commit such an offence 
should be reported at once to the master, who should 
bring the matter to the notice of the local British Naval. 
Military or Consular Authorities. 

This prohibition does not apply to ships’ papers; or to 
shipping documents from shipping companies or business 
firms relating to the cargo or charter of the vessel and 
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conveyed in open covers in the ship's box; or to any 
letter, written message or memorandum which is required 
by the person conveying it for his own use and is other- 
wise lawful. 


SUGAR FOR MERCANTILE MARINE. 

A Handbill (No. 393) has been issued by the Marine 
Department of the Board of Trade respecting the arrange- 
ments which have been made by the Ministry of Food 
in consultation with the Board, in regard to the supply 
of sugar to masters, officers and seamen of the Mercantile 
Marine while on shore in this country between discharge 
and re-engagement.

BRITISH EMPIRE ORDER. 

Details are given below of the services for which 
Mercantile Marine Officers were recommended by 
the Board of Trade for the Award of the Fourth 
Class ot the Order. 

1. Captain EDMUND BURTON BaRTLETT has been in 
command during the war of a steamship, and has carried 
a series of important cargoes. His ship has twice been 
encountered by submarines, and by skilful handling of 
the vessel Captain Bartlett compelled them to break off 
their attacks. 

2. Captain NEIL MCNEIL ias been in command of a ship 
conveying troops, passengers and cargoes to and from 
this country throughout the war without mishap, and by 
conspicuous ability he evaded capture by the German 
raider “‘ Emden,’ and later escaped attacks of enemy sub- 
inarines. 

3. Captain WILLIAM JOHN DAGNALL has been sailing 
since the early days of the war in several of the largest 
vessels of his Company; he has rendered important ser- 
vices to the country, and on two occasions succeeded m 
saving his ship from being sunk by German submarines. 

4. Captain THoMAS McComB TAyLok has been through- 
out the war the Master of one of the principal ships of 
his Company, and has made a large number of voyages 
through the danger zone, conveying Military Forces and 
valuable cargoes. 

5. Captain PETER McLEAN has been in the service of 
his Company tor over UW years, and since the outbreak 
of the war has carried many thousands of tons of munitions 
of all kinds, and of foodstuffs. 

6. Captain Davip TayLorR, a Master, has had a sea 
service of over 30 years, and during the war has _ been 
engaged in ‘Transport work. He was mentioned in des- 
patches for good services whilst employed on ‘Transport 
duty. 

7. Captain JOHN ‘THomMaAs. Immediately before the 
declaration of war Captain Thomas’s ship, which was 
owned by Messrs. Evan Thomas Radcliffe, of Cardiff, was 
discharging a carge at a port in Germany, but, in spite of 
the greatest difficulties, he succeeded in getting her clear 
of German waters without being stopped, and eventually 
brought her safely to Cardiff. Since that time he has 
been in charge ot a new steamer, and by his skill saved her 
on one occasion from a determined submarine attack. In 
1892, when serving as Chief Officer of a British steamer, 
he took charge of the lifeboat of the vessel and rescued the 
entire crew of an American brig; for this action he was 
presented by the then President of the United States with 
a gold watch and a gold medal. 

8. Captain ERNEST WILLIAM BaAsTARD has been a 
Master in the service of his Company for 20 years, and 
throughout the way has been passing through the danger 
area, carrying many important cargoes tor the Govern- 
ment. A ship of which he was in command was recently 
torpedoed by the eneny, but he got the whole of the 
ship’s company away in safety, and is now the Master 
of another vessel] which has been sailing through the war 
Z40ne. 

9. Chicf Engineer JAMES ALLAN.—On the oceasion of 
his ship being torpedoed, Mr. Allan rendered conspicuous 
service in his efforts to save her, and when these proved 
to be unsvailing, he saw to the safetv of all his staff and 
was one of the last to tcave the ship as she sank. Al! the 
boats had left, and he «as taken from the water after the 
lapse of several hours in an exhausted state. 

10. Chief Engineer THOMAS ANDERSON BOWMAN was 
Chief Engineer of the “ Belgian Prinec,’? which was sunk 
by a German submarine on July 31st last in cireumstances 
of exceptional cruelty. Mr. Bowman was one of those who 
had been taken on board the submavine when she dived 
and threw the British prisoners into the water, after the 
majority had had their lifebelts taken from them. Mr. 
Bowman was in the water from about 9 p.m. on the 
Tuesday night until about 6.30 a.m. on Wednesday 
morning, August Ist, when he was picked up by a British 
patrol vessel. 

11. Chief Engineer THomas Gowans, Senior Chief 
Engineer of his Company, was Chief Engineer of a Trans- 
port during the Boer war, and was awarded the Transport 
Medal. He has been serving in a similar capacity in some 
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of the principal vessels of his Company since the early 
days of the present war, and on two occasions the ship of 
which he has been Chief Engineer has been saved from 
destruction at the hands of the enemy. 

12. Chief Engineer ARTHUR EDWARD PHILP, Senior 
Chief Engineer of his Company, has been Chief Engineer 
with the sank of Engineer Commander, Royal Naval 
Reserve—ol an Auxil.ary Cruiser, and has since then 
been occupied on ‘Transport duty. 

13. Chief Engineer WILLIAM GRANT has been employed 
by his Company for forty years, and has been sailing 
since the outbreak if thie war through the danger zone as 
Chief Engineer of some his Company's largest vessels. 

14. Chief Engineer JosupH MACFARLANE has_ been 
Engineer in charge of an im, ortant vessel which has been 
trading through the danger a:ea during the war until a 
recent date, when she was attacked and sunk by the 
enemy. 

15. Chief Engineer ALFRED EvANS KELLY has been in 
the employ of his Company for many years, and has 
rendered able service at sea throughout the course of the 
war. 

16. Chief Engineer JAMES TF OSTER has served for a long 
period with his Company in the capacity of Chief 
Engineer, and has done valuable work on their vessels 
during the war. 

17. Captain JOSEPH BARLOW RANSON, Senior Captain 
in his Company, has been in command throughout the war 
of some of the most important of his Company’s steam- 
ships, and has carried the mails and a series of large and 
valuable cargoes through the danger zone. 

18. Captain WILLIAM ‘THOMAS. TURNER’ was the 
commander of the ‘‘ Lusitania ’’ when that vessel 
was torpedoed by the enemy, and subsequently went to 
sea again in charge of a ship on Government service, 
which also was torpedoed by a German submarine. He 
again took service in command of another ship, of which 
he is still acting as Master. 

19. Chief Engineer FRANK WILLIAM RUDDLE has been 
throughout his career in the service of the White Star 
Line, Liverpool. He was Chief Engineer on the “ Arabic ”’ 
when she was sunk by torvedo by the enemy. He 
succeeded in leaving the vessel in one of the last boats 
which were launched and managed to pick up some of the 
survivors. Subsernentlvy he has been serving in other 
vessels of the same line which have carried mails and 
eargoes through the danger zone. 

20. Chief Engineer JAMES MACDONALD sailed as 2nd 
and 3rd Engineer of the “ Mauretania,’’ Cunard Line, 
for a number of years before the war, and, at the out- 
break of war. was Senior 2nd Engineeer of the ‘* Car- 
mania,” and was serving in that capacity when she 
engaged and sank the German ‘Cap Trafalgar.’’ Since 
that time he has been Chief Engineer on his Company’s 
vessels, and has made a large number of voyages through 
the danger area. 


AUSTRALIA. 

SOUTH AUSTRALIAN HARBOUR REGULA- 
TIONS.—The Board of Trade have received a copy of 
the following Regulation made by the Governor of South 
Australia on the 27th September last, under the pro- 
visions of the Harbours Act, 19138: 

TRANSHIPMENT CHARGES. 

A transhipment charge shall be chargeable and paid 
on all goods transhipped direct overside from one vessel 
to another within the limits of a harbour. Such charge 
shall be at the rate of one-half of the wharfage charge 
for the time being in force at such harbour.

GERMANY. 


ALUMINIUM FROM NATIVE CLAY. 


Germany has hitherto obtained from Southern France 
and Dalmatia, the bauxite from which aluminium is pro- 
duced (by the firm of Gialini in Ludwigshafen). It has 
now been officially stated in the Bavarian Upper House 
that the production of aluminium from native clay is to 
be undertaken.—(Aiinchner Neueste Nachrichten.) 

SYNDICATION TENDENCIES. 

Many fusions have been reported in the Engineering, 
Metal, Shipping and Carriage Building industries. One 
of the most noteworthy is the absorption of the Schimmel 
Company by Hartmann, in Chemnitz. The latter intends 
t> take up the manufacture of the fine cotton-spinning 
machines which hitherto have been obtained solely from 
England.—(Neue Zurcher Zeitung.) 


COMPULSORY ADMINISTRATION OF AMERICAN 
FIRMS. 

By notice, dated 13th December, the Imperial Chan- 
cellor has extended to United States subjects the appli- 
cation of the Orders of 24th November, 1914, and 10th 
February, 1916, providing for compulsory administration 
of enemy firms. 

TRADE PROPAGANDA IN POLAND. 

The Germans, it is stated, have taken advantage 
of the period ot the war to develop the market 
for their trade and industry in Poland. Two years 
ago seven Kast German Chambers of Commerce, 
together with the Berlin Chamber, combined to 
establish a joint Bureau in the Kingdom, and this at 
present represents eighty-four bodies. This Bureau has 
set up numerous show-rooms, ¢.g., in Warsaw, Lodz, 
iXalisz, Chenstochow, Sosnowice, and elsewhere. and in- 
tends shortly to open branches in other towns. The 
Bureau negotiates purchase and sale of articles (not subject 
to control) between the German Empire and the occupied 
territory, and finds suitable agents for firms if required. 
In the interests of German industry active propaganda 
is carried on by means of a series of exhibitions, general 
and special, in which particular attention is given to the 
needs and tastes of the Polish neople. Nothing of the 
sort appears to have been done for Austrian trade in- 
terests.—(Die Zeit.)

SUBSTITUTE MACHINE BELTING. 

Owing to the scarcity of leather a number of substitutes 
for the manufacture of machine belting are now used in 
Germany. In times of peace woven belting instead of 
leather belting was employed in many cases. Such woven 
be'ting is chiefly prepared from yarns of camel hair, 
cotton, and hemp; also from balata and rubber. These 
raw materials are now almost as scarce as leather. The 
chief substitute for these yarns is paper. The paper is 
cut by machinery into fine strips, which are twisted to- 
gether by textile machines into yarns. After this they 
are usually woven, occasionally knitted and plaited into 
belting. The woven paper belts may be divided into two 
kinds, paper stuff belts and paper yarn belts; the most 
usual kind is the former, which is prepared. by cuttin 
breadths about 40 inches long from the woven materia 
and folding these breadths together according to the 
width and number of layers (7.e. the thickness) desired 
on the inner side. To give special tenacity to such belt- 
ing a nucleus is inserted of firm material. For this pur- 
pose use has been made of cotton, woven wire, and recently 
a material of which the warp consists of alternating strands 
of wire and paper threads. The breadths of paper are 
wrapped round this nucleus, and the whole is sewn strongly 
together with firm sewing twine. Such belting is flexible, 
has good transmitting power, and does not stretch as much 
as a similar belt without a core.—(Das Deutsche Wollen 
Gewerbe.)

UNFAVOURABLE REPORTS OF MINING 
COMPANIES. 


At a meeting of the Administrative Council of the 
Austrian Alpine Montangesellschaft, held on 11th 
December, it was announced that the results of the first 
nine months of 1917 show a total decrease in profits of 
13,000,000 kronen, the amount of the decline in each of 
the three quarters being respectively 1°5, 5-5, and 6 
million kronen. The fall is occasioned by the exception- 
ally difficult conditions under which industrial companies 
in the Al»ine districts work. These difficulties have been 
increased by the official embargo on coal in force since 
4th November, in consequence of which the amount of 
coal of their own production which individual concerns 
were permitted to retain were greatly reduced, and a 
restricted production resulted. As compared with last year 
the production of coal fell off by 87,600 metric tons, iron 
ore by 447,300 tons, pig-iron by 100,700 tons, ingots by 
67,400 tons, and finished products of the rolling mills by 
52,300 tons. In Donawitz only eight out of fourteen 
Martin furnaces, and only one of the two mixers, are at 
work, while a series of mill trains are at a standstill. 
The roasting furnaces are in full work in order to keep 
the blast furnaces going, but these are of course hampered 
by the shortage of coal and coke. In Donawitz one large 
and two small blast furnaces (instead of three large ones), 
and in Eisenerz both the blast furnaces, are at work, but 
producing fifty instead of eighty truck-loads a day. The 
blast furnace at Hieflau has ceased work. 

At a meeting of the Administrative Council of the 
Prague Iron Industry Company on 10th December, a 
report for the first quarter of the year 1917-18 (July- 
September) was presented. Profits, as compared with th 
corresponding period of the previous year, declined 
by nearly 6,000,000 kronen, cost of production 
having increased far more than sale prices. Sales 
of coal during the quarter were less by 8,600 
metric tons and of phosphate meal by 37,000 
tons. The rise in wages for the whole year 
amounts to 17,250,000 kronen per annum, the number 
of employés remaining about the same; the company’s 
expenses in providing employés with food, coal, clothing. 
etec., will come to a further 8,000,000 kronen in the year. 
As to materials, the additional cost of pit-timber works out 
at 5,500,000 kronen (the price having risen from 25 to 108 
kronen per cubic metre); of coke at nearly 20,000,000 
kronen (a ton of coke in Germany costing now 
48 marks, or 60 marks when taken in small quanti- 
ties, as against 10 marks’ before the war); of 
Swedish ore at 3,600,000 kronen; of ferro-alloys at 
3,100,000 kronen; of lubricating materials at 1,300,000 
kronen; and of other articles, such as cleaning wool, at 
200,000 kronen. Prices have not risen to a corresponding 
extent. This is especially the case with coal, which is 
exceptionally cheap in Austria; German coal sells at 60 
to 65 marks, while the Prague Iron Industry Company 
sells coal at 40 kronen 60 heller. As to the second quar- 
ter, business was very unfavourable in October, when 
transport difficulties were at their height, but improved 
in November.—(/’remden Blatt, Die Zeit, Pester Lloyd.) 


AUSTRIAN INDUSTRY IN 1916. 


The industrial development of Austria as shown by the 
reports of companies is stated to have been satisfactory 
in the year 1916. The average dividends were higher 
i: almost all industrial groups in 1916 than in 1915. The 
proportional increase of capital was not so great as in 
1915, but considerable sums were devoted to extensions or 
new undertakings. The building industry is one which 
has long suffered from unfavourable conditions. The net 
profit of the building companies in 1915 showed a heavy 
decline; it rose in 1916 from 3 to 44 million kronen. 
The average dividend was only slightly higher—3-1 per 
cent. in 1916 as against 3 per cent. in 1915. The net profit 
in the brewing industry fell from 63 millions in 1915 to 
6 millions in 1916; reckoned in percentag2 of paid-up 
capital it was 13-5 per cent. in 1915 and 12:8 per cent. 
in 1916. The average dividend declined from 9-5 per 
to 9-1 per cent. In the chemical industry the net profit 
has doubled since 1914. The total profit amounted to 
19-7 million kronen in 1916 as against 14 million kronen 
in 1915. In percentage of paid-up capital (58-5 million 
kronen in 1916 against 57-9 million Kronen in 1915) the 
net profit was 34 per cent. in 1916 against 24-1 per cent. 
in 1915, and the average dividend 17-8 per cent. against 
14-9 per cent. The figures of the electrical companies 
show a slight upward tendency. With a paid-up capital 
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of 91 million kronen (against 83°59 million kronen in 1915) 
they showed a net profit of 11-6 million kronen, an in- 
crease of 1°3 million over that of 1915. The average 
dividend was 8-9 per cent. as against 7-9 per cent. in 
1915. In the iron and metal industry the movement of 
capital was not so strong as in 1915. The companies 
coming under review had a share capital of 368 million 
kronen in 1916, an increase of 10 millions over 1915, 
while 1915 showed an increase of 31 millione over 1914. 
The net profit increased some 50 per cent., being 150 
million kronen in 1916 as against 101 millions in 1915; 
it amounted to 41 per cent. of the paid-up capital in 1916 
against 28°3 per cent. in 1915, and the average dividend 
was 22°6 against 17-2 per cent. The colliery works in- 
creased their capital slightly, from 170-8 to 172-3 million 
kronen; net profits rose from 28-5 to 29-3 million kronen, 
and the average dividend from 12-6 per cent. to 13-6 
per cent. 

The increase cf capital was remarkably great in the 
machine industry. The share capital increased from 129 
to 163 million kronen. Much of this additional capital 
was invested in special branches, such as motor works. 
The average dividend rose from 12:3 per cent. to 14:8 per 
cent. In the paper industry the paid-up capital of the 
companies amounted to only 45 million kronen in 1916 as 
against 52°6 million kronen in 1915. But the net profit 
rose from 37 to 85 millions, and the average dividend 
from 4:9 per cent. to 9-3 per cent. The petroleum 
industry, with unchanged capital and a net profit of 
19-4 million kronen as against 19-1 million kronen, paid 
an average dividend of 22:6 per cent. in 1916 as against 
16-7 per cent. in 1915. The position in the textile industry 
was more favourable. The paid-up share capital increased 
from 57°6 million kronen in 1915 to 65-6 in 1916, and the 
net profit from 11-1 to 186 million kronen, or from 
19°7 per cent. of the paid-up capital in 1915 to 28-4 per 
cent. in 1916. The average dividend was only slightly 
increased, being 8:2 per cent. in 1915 and 10-3 per cent. 
in 1916. The sugar industry, in spite of reduced output. 
showed satisfactory financial results. The paid-up capital 
in 1916 was 66-7 million kronen as against 63-4 millions 
in 1915, total profits 12 millions (against 9-9 millions), and 
average dividend 12°6 per cent. (against 10-5 per cent.)

The 
function of the Department is the manufacture of nationa! 
boots, the taking over of footwear officially assigned to 
the Company for this purpose, and the sale of such boots 
through the Provincial Clothing Offices. Boots, both old 
and new, are henceforth sold orly against certificates, with 
certain exceptions.—{Wtener Zeitung Die Zeit.) 


EXPERT COMMITTHKE OF FORWARDING AGENTS. 


An Order of the Austrian Minister of Trade, dated 
i3th and published 18th December, establishes in Vienna 
an Expert Committee of Forwarding Agents, to advise 
the Ministry of Trade and to co-operate in measures of 
War and Transition Econcmy so far as these relate to 
the forwarding business. The Committee is to consist 
of not more than thirty-six members nominated by the 
Minster of Trade from among the forwarding agents.—

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 

DECISIONS BY THE UMPIRE. 

Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insur- 
ance (Umpire) Regulations, the Minister of Labour hereby 
gives Notice of the following decisions by the Umpire on 
questions whether contributions are payable :— 

A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE 
PAYABLE in respect of :— 

2412x. All classes of workmen engaged whoily or mainly 
in the manufacture of planes for use in war or in the 
manufacture of munitions of war. 

Note.—Decisions in which the Umpire has decided that 
contributiois are payable under the National Insurance 
(Part II.) (Munitions Workers) Act, 1916, are indicated by 
the letter X at the end of tue number, e.g., 1554X. Con- 
trivutions under these decisions are payable as from the 
4th September, 1916. 

Where no reference is given to an Application, the 
question has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, 
as a matter not admitting of reasonable doubt, in accord- 
ance with paragraph (2) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, 

Decisions relating to’individual workmen which raise 
no question of general interest, or which merely apply a 
principle laid down in a previous decision, are not

The index numbers for each year from 1871 are shown 
below, and it will be seen that there had been an upward 
movement during the five years preceding the war. 











The year 1900 has been adopted as the base year of the 
series, and the changes in the index numbers of the 
forty-seven articles classified into four groups are shown 
in the second Table.
